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MR. AND MRS. JAMES H, RICE DEAD. 


Manufacturer Soon Follows the Pass- 
ing Away of His Wife. 

James H. Rice, President of the James H. 
Rice company, one of the largest manufact- 
uring and exporting concerns in the plate- 
glass industry in America, died at 12:45 
this morning at his home, No, 1321 Michigan 
avenue, 

Mrs. Rice, his wife, died on Tuesday, and 
the two will be buried together, probably 
tomorrow, . 

Mr. Rice’s death had been expected for 
some days, and the unexpected passing 
away of his wife hastened the end. Many of 
Mr. Rice’s old friends were at his bedside 
when he died. Among them were W. 8. 
Eden of the Great Northern and Mr. Rice's 
partner, Mr. Kenney. He recognized no 
one, however, for twelve hours before his 
death. The cause of his death was Bright's 
disease. 

Mr. Rice was 66 years of age and was 
born in Caroline, Tompkins County, N. 
Y. His youth was spent ona farm, skirting 
Lake Cayuga, and he\attended the district 
schools. In 1850 he’came to Chicago and his 
first piece of work was for ex-Ald. Sexton. 
He formed a partnership in 1857 and built 
the old Board of Trade Building. His inter- 
ests were varied and far-reaching until the 
fire, when his entire fortune was swept 
away. His most successful venture was the 
establishment of a plate glass trade. 

Mr. and Mrs. Rice will be interred in Oak- 
woods Cemetery. All definite arrangements 
will be postponed until the arrival of a sister 
from San Antonio, Tex. 

Mrs. Rice was born in Somerset County, 
Pennsylvania, and was one of three daugh- 
ters.

NEGRO HIGHWAYMAN GIVES BATTLE 
TO FOUR MEN. 


Holds Up a Soldier, Attempts to Throw 
Him Over a Viaduct, Overpowers a 
Teamster, Knocks Down a Railway 
Detective, Takes His Revolver 
Away, and Shoots at Him—Police- 
man Smiddy Appears and the Thug 
Is Finally Captured. 

Private David Alexander, Company C, 
Fifteenth Regiment, stationed at Fort 
Sheridan, was held up, robbed, and al- 
most murdered by aie giant negro 
on the Eighteenth street viaduct at 
8 o'clock last night.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 5.—There were 
less than fifty members at the night session 
of the House, and the galleries were a barren 
waste, but there was at least one interesting 
passage at arms.

TERRIBLE MODE OF SUICIDE TAKEN

Saturates Herself with Kerosene and

Mrs. Mary Vinton, No. 323 Lincoln avenue, 
Selected a death of agony. She saturated 
her clothing with kerosene yesterday after- 
noon and set herself on fire. She died at 
12:25 this morning in the German Hospital. 

Mrs. Vinton, it is said, was unable to bear 
with her husband, who, according to stories 
told by her neighbors, constantly annoyed 
her by his jealousy. .Mr. and Mrs. Vinton 
had been married two years and the former 
is employed by the North Cadicago Street 
railway company. 

Yesterday afternoon Mrs. Vinton made up 
her mind to end her life. She went to her 
kitchen, carefully poured kerosene all over 
the clothes she wore, and then applied a 
match, In an instant she was enveloped

IMPERATIVE DEMAND ON ENGLAND. 


Governor of Montana Thinks Secre- 
tary Olney Is Too Obsequious. 

Helena, Mont., Feb. 5.—Gov. Rickards to- 
day demanded of Secretary Olney that he 
forthwith rid Montana of the Cree Indians. 
The demand was made after the receipt this 
morning of a letter from Secretary Olney 
referring to the Cree controversy, of which 
the following is part: 

“The department has now called the sub- 
ject to the attention of the British Embassy, 
with a request that authorities of the Do- 
mipion of Canada may be informed of your 
readiness to deliver the Indians to them 
and that this government may be informed 
as to when and where her Majesty’s au- 
thorities will be ready to receive them. The 
department expects an early response to its 
inquiries and it is hoped the authorities of 
Mentana will be p®epared to take prompt 
action if a favorable reply shall be received 
from the embassy.’’ 

In reply Gov. Kickards informs Secretary 
Olney that the matter is now an interna- 
tional affair, and that it is the duty of the 
Federal Government to remove the Indians, 
and not the State. In conclusion Gov. Rick- 
ards cites that the Crees in times past 
spread scarlet fever and diphtheria through- 
out the State, and that now‘smalipox has 
broken out and is spreading on account of 
them? Montana, as a State and part of the 
Union, demands of the Federal Government 
that it forthwith remove the Cree Indians, 
irrespective of England's reply to Secre- 
tary Olney’s letter. 


JOHN BOYD THACHER AND A. P. A. 


Suggests That It May Control the Leg- 
islature Some Day. 

Albany, N. Y., Feb. 5.—[Special.]—Mayor 
John Boyd Thacher blossomed oui as an A. 
P. A. champion today. Beforea legislative 
committee considering a bi-partisan police 
bill for Albany Mr. Thacher called attention 
to the fact that under it representatives of 
the two dominant parties only could be ap- 
pointed Police Commissioners.

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LOSE THE FIGHT FOR LOCAL OPTION, 


“Antis” Win in the Ohio House by a 
Margin of Four Votes. 
Columbus, O., Feb. 5.—[{Special.]—The fight 
in behalf of local option in Ohio is over and 
the antis have won by the margin of four 
votes, the Harris bill that created so much 
of a sensation throughout the State and that 
enlisted the efforts of the entire temperance 
element in its behalf being defeated in the 
House by the vote of 54 nays to 53 yeas, 57 
votes being. required to pass it. A motion to 
reconsider was voted down and that ends 

the fight. a 

The debate began early in tne uay and 
raged up to the hour of adjournment, when 
the test vote was taken. An effort was 
made to amend the measure by having it ap- 
ply only to wards, but unsuccessfully. The 
day was full of suppressed excitement, and 
members were deluged with telegrams from 
constituents urging them to support the bill.

Cause of the Deed. 


The wholesale taking of life was ndt the re« 
sult of prospective starvation, sickness, or 
lack of worldly possessions. The house in 
which he lived, No. 207 Berteau avenue, was 
partly his. The larder was well stocked 
with flour, ham, potatoes, and even delica- 
cles which the average workingman can- 
not afford’ There was money in the house— 
$50 in all, hidden in different places. The 
murderer had been out of work—he had free 
quently skillfully avoided labor, while he al- 
lowed his wife to support the family—but 
he had a job ready for him yesterday morn<- 
ing, and had even géne so far as to pack his 
tools. 

But the walls of his house furnished a pos- 
sible solution of the reason for his act, 
Klaettke was an Anarchist of the most viru- 
lent type. -To him the men who paid the pen- 
alty of death for the haymarket riot wera 
heroes and martyrs. On his walls were pict« 
ures of the red flag and of anarchistic dem- 
onstrations. The place of honor was ac- 
corded to a print depicting Gov. Altgeld in 
the act of pardoning the three Anarchists, 
By its side was a photograph of Louis Lingg, 
the man who preferred self-destruction ta 
the gallows. 


Orator on Anarchy. 


In the saloons in which Klaettke loafcd 
while his wife was out washing and nursing 
that her children might be fed he was an 
ardent orator on anarchy, the wrongs of the 
laboring man, and the injustice of the great<« 
er proportion of the world’s population hay- 
ing to struggle for bread from day to day, 


People who knew him well believe his deed 
was evolved from his anarchistic philoso. 
phy, and under its inspiration he was | 
to raise his hand against those who shou 
have been dearer and more sacred than life 
to him. 

Klaettke was a degenerate. He was so de~ 
scribed by a physician who knew him ine 
timately. The man spoke with a full knowl- 
edge of domestic affairs-jin the Klaettke 
household. He had learned the character 
and conduct of the murderer by close ob- 
servation, and was not surprised at th¢@ 
dreadful ending. 

Face Was Cruel. 


‘‘T learned this man was vicious,” said he, 
‘“‘ before I observed he carried its impress in 
his features. He had the cruel face lines of 
a man who would slay and enjoy it. His 
nose was thin and its lines were hard, ficsh- 
less, and cartilagenous. His ears were large, 
bloodless, and outstanding. I have fancied 
more than once I saw the perversion of 
moral faculties in his forehead.

STORY OF THE MURDEROUS CRIME. 


Hew Klaettke Planned and Made His 
Assassinations Complete. 

None of.the victims, it is thought, knew 
of the tragedy in which they figured. There 
Was no warning and noresistance. Richard 
Klaettke formed his plot deliberately and 
took his leisure for the butchery. * Although 
all his victims met their death in two small 
bedrooms, he adopted some plan by which 
he proceeded without interruption. 

Sleep settled over the Klaettke household 
early on Tuesday night, Like simple for- 
eign folk the family went to bed soon after 
supper. The father alone staid up. He 

‘ visited a neighbor until 9 o’clock and then 

Came home and went to bed, but not to 

“sleep. A purpose possessed him, and he set 
about its execution with all the cunning he 
had shown in indulging his cowardly life. 

Mrs. Klaettke and her little daughter, Em- 
ma, slept beside him, The child was ill— 
threatened with pneumonia—and the mother 
had bound a cloth about her throat. A sim- 
ilar cloth was wrapped about the wife’s 
head, as if she was guarding against neu- 
ralgia. 

Klaettke lay awake watching the sleeping 

‘ones. His plan was revolved over and over 
with feverish eagerness, and he cold hardly 
wait for the banquet of slaughter. Down in 
the basement saw in fancy a kit of toois 
and a workman's blouse which awaited his 
usage on the morrow. But Klaettke did not 
mean to work—he had a plan which would 
make him independent. Employment had 
been offered him the night before and he had 
laid the tools and garment in a‘convenient

WHERE THE MURDER WAS DONE. 


Scenes in and Around the Home of 
the Kiaettkes. 

All day long crowds of curious people 
thronged the sidewalk in front of the 
Klaettke house. Capt. Schuettler from the 
Sheffield Avenue Police Station placed a 
number of policemen in the yard and along 
the walk to prevent the crowd breaking into 


the house. 


the newspaper men. Neighboring 
hung around and snowballed one another for 
amusement and to Keep warm.” 
o’clock a large number of school children 
came to the house to learn of the fate of 
their schoolmates. The little girls were 
well liked and many expressions of sympathy 
were heard from the pupils. 

It is a neighborhood of frame houses. The 
electric extension of the Lincoln avenue 
street car line runs within two blocks of the 
place. The street is unpaved, looking like 
that of a country town, with wooden side- 
walks and open ditches on each side of the 
road. T'wo blocks away is the Belle Plaine 
School, and a short distance northwest is 
Ravensweod. The Northwestern read af- 
fords rapid transit to the city. 

The house where the tragedy occurred is 
not of a character to attract attention. It 
is plain and is in the rear of the lot, flush 
with the alley. When Klaettke built it he 
told Adolph Schmidt he would put it on the 
rear of his lot because Schmidt had built 
his house that way. The building is 24 by 24 
feet and one story and a half high. It could 
not well be more inexpensive in material or 
style. The basement is built high to allow 
for two large rooms without going much 
underground. Stairs lead to the main floor. 
Inside the house is divided into three rooms, 
and two of these are subdivided. The larger 
room was used for a living-room, dining- 
and kitchen. The room to the right 
of the main room is divided into two bed- 
rooms, with a curtained doorway between. 


,In the rear is a pantry and a large bedroom, 


with closets attached. 

In the midst of the confusion of clothing, 
household goods, and blood-covered gar- 
ments were children’s toys; a little chest for 
toy dishes, platés, child pictures, and knick- 
knacks. Beside one of the beds was a doll 
carriage holding three little dolls in blue 
dresses, with blue eyes and golden hair, left 
as though ‘placed there for the night by 
Childish hands. A sachel in one corner held 
the books, pencils, and treasures of the 
schoolgirls. Little hame-made mittens at 
the end of strings hung with the muffiers be- 
hind: the doors and on the chairs were little 
hoods and shoes and stockings. 

Over the head of the mother’s bed hung a 
large armful of underwear, all clean and 
neatly mended where necessary.’ On the 
tables were books in German and English, 
and with the old grandmothér was her Ger- 
nan prayer book. Tablecloths were plenti- 
ful. Table china and kitchen utensils were 
ample. Carpenter tools were about on the 
floor under the grandfather's bed, along with 
the shoes he brought from Germany. 

In the house there was no sign of destitu- 
tion. The closets were filled with clothing 
and the kitchen pantry was well stocked 
with meats, flour, meal, and such material. 
The old grandfather’s stock of gold 20-franc 
pieces had been called upon frequently of 
late to supply these things, but there was 
plenty to eat, plenty to wear, and some 
money on hand. A large quantity of wool 
was lying on the table, which the old woman 
had purchased Tuesday to make stockings 
for a customer she had secured. A large 
washing had been brought in to be attended 
to yesterday. 

There was a receipt check from a down- 
town store for two pairs of shoes bought 
Saturday. ‘The kitchen stove was supplied 
with plenty of wood. In the basement was 
the washing department, welb supplied with 
the necessary tubs, étc. The house was 
heated by the kitchen stove and lighted by 
oil lamps, a large chandelfer hanging in the 
center of the living room. 

Pictures of Anarchy. 

One of the most noticeable things of the 
interior of the house was the character of 
the cheap pictures on the walls. They were, 
with one or two exceptions, of an Anarchist 
character. A photograph of Louis Lingg, 
the Anarchist who killed himself with a 
bomb in the County Jail, was ina con- 
spicuous place, But the most noticeable 
were highly-colored prints with the text in 
German. One large engraving represented 
Gov. Altgeld pardoning the Anarchists, mak- 
ing a hero of Altgeld and martyrs of the 
Anarchists. Another showed a monument 
of the Goddess of Liberty waving a red flag. 
The third large print represented Altgeld as 
presenting his letter in regard to Federal 
troops and the railroad strike in 1894 to 
President Cleveland. This was surrounded 
by reproductions of riot scenes, all tending 
to show the authorities in the light of op- 
pressurs.

KLAETTKE FAMILY IS EXTINCT. 


History of the Man Who Killed Sis 
Other Persons and Himself. 

The history of the Klaettke family extends 
over a period of seventy-three years anda 
few months. It began with the birth of 
John Klaettke, an only son, at Instruberg, 
Prussia, in the fall of 1822. After increasing 
to seven members in three generations it 
was wiped out in a few minutes, leaving no 
member of that family to bear the name, 
There is not in Germany, Holland, or Amer- 
ica, as near as can be learned, a relative. 

John Klaettke came from peasant pro- 
jenitors and had to make his own way inthe 
world. This was slow going and, up-hill 
work from the start and he never accumu- 
lated an overabundance of this world’s 
goods. He was a millwright and never 
seems to have attempted anything else. He 
never cared much for anything beyond his 
pipe and tobacco and beer until he met and 
married Wilhelmina, his partner at death. 
The next year, 1858, Richard Klaettke, the 
son, was born, and the family set to work 
to build up a home for itself. John was 34 
and his wife 32 years of age when their son, 


and only child, came. 
Richard Klaettke received a meager edu- 
catioa in the rudimentary branches of study 


should do the deed he did was as much @ sur- 
prise to them as to the general public. 

Gratitude for drudgery and devotion and 
self-denial did not deter the madman from 
wife murder, Another shot rang out, and 
except for the sick child by her side the 
husband was alone in the world. His revolv- 
er held only five chambers, and these were 
now empty. A hasty retreat into the pantry, 
now fearful lest his sick child should be 
aroused, a hasty exchange of shells, and the 
father reéntered the room to cut himself 
loose from any living thing. The little child 
died like the rest. 

; Klaettke was alone, and he was soon to be 
ree, 

He left his own room, passed through the 
kitchen again—there was another chance to 
invoke the red fag—and the man passed for 
the last time into the front chamber where 
his four dead lay. 

Klaettke sat down upon a trunk, still 
holding the revolver. By his feet was a doll 
cart from which the faces of three dollies 
looked up from their bed where his children 
had laid them. With a flush of triumph per- 
haps that his design was accomplished, that 
his work for the morrow would go undone, 
and that he had not had to resort to the 
knives which he sharpened s0 keenly— 
Klaettke pointed his revolver for the last 
time and died:

Families Wiped Out of Existence ina 
Similar Manner. 
This is the third time a husband has killed

HUSBAND OF THE MISSING CHICAGO 
WOMAN IN PURSUIT. 


Arrives in Tacoma, Learns That a Per-

Animated Scene at the Treasury. 

The scene at the Treasury Department 
this morning was @ more animated one than 
the sober old building often witnesses. Sec- 
retary Carlisle designated yesterday a com- 
mittee to classify and tabulate the bids, the 
committee consisting of Controller Eckels, 
United States Treasurer Morgan, and A. T. 
Huntington, Chief of the Division of Loans 
and Currency. An ample force of clerks was 
ready before 8 o’clock in the morning to 
assist these gentlemen in the work of tabu- 
lation, but. it proved a much heavier task 
than they had expected. The work was sti)| 
going on at noon, the time announced fcr 
the opening of the bids, and a great crowd 
of the leading financiers of the country had 
gathered in the big south room usually occu- 
pied by. Secretary Carlisle, to hear the an. 
nouncements. Secretary Carlisle himself 
entered the room a little before noon and 
took a seat at his desk, where he chatted 
from time to time with the leading New 
York bankers who were seated around him 
during the four hours consumed in reading 
the 4,000 bids. 

Ex-Representative Coombs of the Manu- 
facturers’ Trust company of Brooklyn, Mr. 
Burns of the American Exchange National 
Bank of New York, Mr. Redmond of Red- 
mond, Kerr & Co. of New York; Mr. Leh- 
mann, of Lehmann Bros. of New York; Mr, 
Erdman, representing the John A. Stewart 
syndicate; Messrs. John A. McCall and C. 
Cc, Baidwin of the New York Life Insurance 
company, ex-Representative Isador Straus, 
Parker C. Chandler of Boston, and many 
representatives of other leading banking 
firms were in the crowd. 

The representatives of the press associa- 
tions and of the stock quotation papers 
were gathered closely around Controller 
Eckels, who read most of the bids, and mes- 
senger boys were fiying back and forth with 
the announcements of the amounts and

Thousands of Bids. 


It was nearly 12:30 o’clock before Con- 
troller Eckels began the reading of the lists. 
He prefaced the details with the announce- 
ment that bids had been opened and sched- 
uled to the number of 8,707, representing sub- 
scriptions to the amount of $380,282,500, at 
prices ranging from par above 119. He esti- 
mated that the bids then unopened would

000,000 to the subscriptions. 

His estimate of the number proved not far 
from the truth, but his estimate of the 
amount was far too small, because most of 
the largest bids were not handed in until 
this morning.

This would require about $12,000,- 
000 from the Morgan syndicate, and there is 
no doubt the payment will be promptly made 
by them in gold already in New York. The 
syndicate may anticipate some of the other 
payments, but it is felt on this occasion, as 
it was a year ago, that a gradually ascend- 
ing reserve is more likely to inspire public 
confidence than the sudden dumping of the 
entire proceeds of the bond sale into the 
Treasury to be afterwards steadily reduced.

The net reserve at the close of business to- 
day was $46,517,106, the losses of the day 
having been $509,800 in gold coin and $49,700 
in gold bars. The official figures, not includ- 
ing the losses of Tuesday and today, were 
$47,689,911, of which $16,492,165 was in bull- 
ion and $81,030,555 in coin, including that 
held against $49,832,809 in outstanding gold 
certificates. 

A tabulation showing’ the withdrawals of 
gold from Jan. 6, the date of the advertise- 
ment of the popular loan, to the close of 
business today, shows a total loss of $16,253,- 
678. Of this sum $8,904,133 was withdrawn 
for export and $7,349,545 for other purposes. 
A part of the jatter sum was in jewelers’ 
bars and its small aggregate is regarded as 
striking proof of the good faith of the New 
York bankers in refusing to draw gold from 
the Treasury to pay for the new bonds.

loan would be awarded. 


May Restrict New Circulation. 


The effect of the award of most of the loan 
to the Morgan syndicate may be to restrict 
the issue of new circulation for which the 
national banks were making applications 
to Controller Eckels. 

The actual orders for circulation have 
reached about $11,000,000, but inquiries have 
been received and iatimations of possible 
orders regarding some $20,000,000 more. It 
it thought quite probable that some of the 
banks, even among those which actually 
submitted orders, will find that they bid 
too low and no bonds can be obtained except 
by purchase in the open market. Some of 
them may make such purchases, but others 
will probably abandon for the present the 
increase of their note circulation. The fact 
that the bonds are upon the market will, 
however, afford a certain degree of protec- 
tion against monetary stringency, for they 
can be purchased as the pledge of circula- 
tion if the rates for money make circulation 
peculiarly profitable. 

Secretary Carlisle was indulging in a quiet 
smile of gratification today over the un- 
doubted success of the loan, and the credit 
is likely to reflect upon himself and the ad- 
ministration of which he forms a part. It 
is regarded by his friends as the most 
brilliant financial operation of his term,of 
office and a gratifying regard for the-wn- 
favorable conditions against which he has 
struggled for three years. 

The immense popular response, represent- 
ing over $450,000,000 in addition to the Mor- 
gan bid and the bids of doubtful validity, 
would alone have made the loan a success 
and vindicated the action of the President 
and Secretary Carlisle in appealing to the 
financial public of the country to maintain 
the gold standard and protect the public 
credit. 

Attitude of the People. 

Mr. Hendrix laid stress upon this attitude 
of the people in his comment on the situa- 
tion, and declared that he believed that these 
universal responses, from Maine to Texas 
and from the far Pacific, were a proof that 
the responsible business-men of the country 
of every State were determined to adhere to 
the present monetary standard and put the 
stamp of condemnation upon the silver ag- 
itators who misrepresent some of them in 
Congress. 

The President’s friends believe that it puts 
an end to further disturbance to business 
conditions and to further issues of bonds 
during his administration, and they declare 
that the great popular loan of 1896 will be 
his sufficient vindication against his finan- 
cial critics. 

Members of Congress are generally de- 
lighted over the camplete success of the new 
loan, but they cannot refrain from saying 
that if the Senate h not taken up the mat- 
ter another secret deal with the syndicate 
would have been closed by the President and 
Secretary Carlisle. 

Senators of both parties, who supported 
the Elkins resolution, point to the fact that 
only a little over a month ag®d the big bank- 
ing syndicate offered the government only 
104% for the new loan, and attempted to 
*persuade the President that in the disturbed 
condition of the Treasury no higher figure 
could be obtained. Now these same bankers, 
represented by James Pierpont Morgan, the 
head of the syndicate, have secured more 
than half of the loan at 110 and a fraction. 


What Has Taken Pliacetf 


Members of Congress are wondering what 
has taken place in the last thirty days to re- 
store confidence to such an extent as to raise 
the figures of the syndicate so materially, 
resulting in a saving to the government of 
over $6,000,000. The opinion is general that 
the figures realized from the bids opened to- 
day put an end to secret bond sales forever. 

The bid made by the syndicate at 110.68 
was brought to Washington on Tuesday 
night, three days after the silver bill passed 
the Senate and the very day a free coinage 
substitute for the tariff bill was introduced 
in the same erratic body. 

The silver men claim that the President 
and Secretary of the Treasury acted in bad 
faith in making the syndicate contract last 
year and contemplating another this year. 
The honest money Senators and Representa- 
tives, both Democrats and Republicans, ex- 
onerate the administration from improper 
motives, but blame Secretary Carlisle for 
not knowing long ago and convincing the 
President that the United States Treasury 
was not dependent on syndicates, but that 
the people could be depended upon to help out 
the Treasury at any time. 

The result of the bond call shows that the 
loan has been subscribed for five times over, 
and that it has been subscribed twice over

SCANDAL IN THE BIDDING. 


MORGAN SAID TO HAVE HAD INSIDE 
INFORMATION. 


Opening of the Bids So Long Before 
the Noon Hour Set for Receiving 
the Final Offer Left a Wide Open- 
ing for Dishonesty—Serious Ques- 
tions Are Asked—Why Was the New 
York Financier Able to Get So 
Many Bonds? 

New York, Feb. 5.—[(Special.]}—A Wash- 
ington dispatch to a morning paper says: 

There is an ugly feeling tonight among 
a number of the bidders for the $100,000,000 
4 per cent bonds offered at public sale. 

There are stories of favoritism afloat 
which are so serious as to warrant the most 
careful statement. The midnight circular 
of Secretary Carlisle says that “* stated pro- 
posals will be received at the office of the 
Secretary of the Treasury at Washington 
until 12 o’clock noon on Wednesday, the Sth 
day of February, 1896.”’ 

When the gentlemen representing the great 
financial interests of New York and other 
cities appeared at the department today to 
witness the opening of the bids for bonds in 
the manner prescribed by law and 
custom, they were astounded at 
discovering that the committee appointed 
for the purpose had already been at work 
for hours, if not all night, putting in tabulated 
form the offers which had been received up 
to and including yesterday. 

No public explanation was offered for this 
departure from the regular proceedings, but 
the reason given unofticially was that there 
had been such an overwhelming number of 
offers as to make it absolutely necessary 
for an early opening in order to expedite 
matters. 


Possibility for Scandal. 

When it is admitted that bids were opened 
before ‘‘12 o’clock on Wednesday,” and 
when the evidence is presented to the eyes 
of all present that the bids which they had 
come to see opened had already been trans- 
cribed in supposed privacy, there is revealed 
a tremendous possibility. for scandal. In 
such circumstances the only safety of the 
administration lies in the character of those 
officially concerned in the extraordinary 
proceeding. 

This being said, that which follows, and 
which is current gossip, becomes interesting. 

J. Pierpont Morgan came to Washington 
last night in his private car, arriving at 8:30 
o'clock on the limited train. He had every 
opportunity, so far as time is concerned, te 
get all the information ‘he desired, and a 
hint in advance in such a transaction would 
be of priceless value. 

The question asked by the disappointed 
ones is, “‘Why was the Morgan combina- 
tion able to shade its bid to the fraction suf- 
ficient to beat all the other heavy bidders?” 
Was there a leak in the Treasury, and 
where, and if there was no leak why did 
the government depart from all precedents 
in beginning the determination of an award 
hours before the appointed time and in vio- 
lation of the announcement implied in the 
Secretary’s circular?

City Will Have More than $500,000 of 
the New Issue. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 5.—[{Special.]— 
Chicago bidders who will be in the success- 
ful list will take over $500,000 of the joan. 
The Merchants’ Loan and Trust company 
heads the crowd. They had in three bids 
for $100,000 each, the prices being 110.82. 
110.84, and 110.75.. In addition to this they 
had in a number of bids below the price 
covered by the syndicate of 110.68, the near- 
est amount being $150,000 at 110.64, a little 
below the syndicate’s figures.

Its advance effect was shown 
yesterday in the course of the market.

of the bond issue at an average cost of 
111%. 


Settled Without Bloodshed. 

The Supreme Court of the United States has 
handed down a decree to relocate and designate 
the boundary line between Iowa and Missouri, in 
accordance with stipulations between the States 
filed in the court last month. This decision shows 
the advantage of having such a tribunal as the 
Supreme Court. to settle these inter-State 
difficulties. Many years ago, when a dispute 
arose between Missouri and Iowa about the line, 
ic seemed as if ** grim-visaged war’’ was about 
to ‘‘ rear its horrid front.’" The armies and navies 
of the respective States were ready for the call to 
arms, though the matter was finally settled by 
reference to the President of the United States. 
This time a brief proceeding in the Supreme 
Court places the peaceful contention between the 
two States in process of adjustment without any 
thought of the effusion of blood, which is much 
better.—Kansas City Star.

IOWA SENATE GETS TO BUSINESS. 


First Bill Passed That Is Contained in 
Revised Code. 

Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 5.—[{Special.]—The 
Senate today indicated a determination to 
get to business. By a decided majority that 
body voted to table the resolution of Senator 
Blanchard filed yesterday, which provided 
that no more work be done on the proposed 
revision this session, and then followed this 
action by passing the first bill contained in 
the revised code. The bill is in relation to 
the regents and trustees of the State instt- 
tutions. The report of the Code Commission 
was amended slightly, and as passed it pro- 
vides that all the regents and trustees shall 
he elected by the General Assembly, and that 
the State University shall have one regert 
from each Congressional district and the 
Agricultural College one trustee from each 
Congressional district. Their terms of of- 
fice are to be six years. The Institution for 
the Feeble-Minded, the Orphans’ Home, and 
School for the Deaf shall have three trus- 
tees, each to serve for the term of four years, 
and the other institutions five. trustees fora 

of six years.

They will recom- 
mend that the present method of obtaining 
names from which to draw jurors be aban- 
doned and that the old law be reénacted 
which provided that the judges of election 
should return names for jurors. 

The number of names to be returned by 
the judges will be increased probably to 
about twiee the number required under the 
old law. This is an important action, as th 
present law, which is continued in the re- 
vision has not worked satisfactorily. The 
committee will also report some provisions 
giving to the judges the power to prevent 
the drawing of unsuitable persons as tales- 
men. 

The Senate passed the bill by Craig author- 
izing the maintenance of kindergarten 
schools. Also the bill by Hurst to cancel the 
indebtedness of the Asylum for Destitute 
and Orphan Children at Andrew, Jackson 
County. This indebtedness was for $5,000 
loaned the institution. 

In the afternoon the Capitol was visited by 
a delegation of 800 school children from the 
schools at Storm Lake, Alta, Newell, and 
Fonda.

The com- 
mission’s report will be filed with the Gov- 
ernor tomorrow, but the members will re- 
main here until the monument resolutions 
now before the two bodies are disposed of. 

Senator Ellis will introduce tomorrow a 
Republican manufacturing bill in the Sen- 
ate.

CANADA IN HYSTERICS. 


PARLIAMENT MAKES A GREAT SHOW 
OF DEVOTION TO ENGLAND, 


Resolution Piedging “ Inalienablea 
Loyalty ” Passed in the House of 
Commons, and One Member Says it 
Is Intended to Let the United States 
Know Where Canada Stands—No 
Feeling of Sympathy for Uncle Sam 
~Annexation Impossible. 


Ottawa, Ont., Feb. 5.—A resolution intro- 
duced by Mr. McNeill, Conservative, was 
unanimously adopted by the House of Com- 
mons today, declaring Canada’s inalienable 
loyalty to the British throne and her will- 
ingness in case of war to make any sacrifice 
for the integrity of the empire. 

Speaking to the resolution, Mr. McNeill 
declared that he had drafted it with a view 
of letting the people of the United States 
know just where Canada would stand in the 
event of war. The people of the republic, 
he said, believed Canadians would seize the 
first opportunity of altering their allegiance 
from England to the United States, and that 
the waving of the Stars and Stripes in place 
of the Union Jack would be hailed with 
peals of joy from all Canadians. 

It was annoying to Canadians that their 
feelings should be so misinterpreted and mis- 
understood. There was not a constituency 
in the country in which an annexation 
candidate would have a ghost of a chance 
of election. If the Americans did not let 
Canada work out her onw destiny, when 
the time comes, Canadians would make it 
clear to the world that they would defend 
their birthright. 

Hon. L. D. Davies [Liberal] seconded the 
resolution. He urged, however, the mutual 
advantages of an anglo-American alliance. 
No aggregation of nations, he said, could 
ever hope to combat successfully an alliance 
of the greatest empire and the greatest re- 
public the world had ever seen. 

Sir Richard Cartwright (Liberal) regretted 
the recent outbreak of ill-feeling between 
Great Britain and the United States. 

“ As Canada is placed,’ he added, “ her 
future is clear. She will have to remain a 
hostage to the United States for England’s 
good behavior or else join the United States. 
Which will bc most honorable or the best 
course for Canada to pursue, I leave for 
Canadians to decide.”’ 

The Hon. G. F. Foster, leader of the House 
of Commons, indorsed the resolution, as did 
also the Hon. Wilfred Laurier, leader of 
the Liberals. The motion was carried unani- 
mously.

TURNS HIS EDITOR OUT. 


W. W. ASTOR STIRS UP HIS PALL 
MALL GAZETTE STAFF. 


Henry Cust Is Asked for His Resigna- 
tion and When He Refuses to Go 
Without a Reason He Is “Bounced” 
in the Good, Old American Way— 
Mr. Astor Assigns No Cause, but It 
is Bélieved to Be Due to the Course 
on Venezuela. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY JULIAN RALPH.|] 

London, Feb. 5.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
New York Journal.J—William W. Astor’s 
agent entered the office of the Pall Mall 
Gazette yesterday and asked for Henry 
Cust, the editor. Being told that he was at 
lunch, the agent announced to the staff that 
Astor had requested Cust and Ivan Muller, 
the assistant editor, to resign. 

Thus the most interesting news in En- 
glish journalism was made known. The 
truth was Astor asked for Cust’s resignation 
last week. Cust declined to hand it in and 
insisted that some reason should be ad- 
vanced for the request. Astor, however, 
gave none. 

In the message the agent intended to de- 
liver to Cust was‘a peremptory demand for 
his resignation. 

Cust retires Saturday noon. Thus is in- 
terrupted a journalistic career which, though 
short, is the most brilliant one in all Europe. 
Three and a half years ago Cust made a 
speech in Parliament while Astor was in the 
gallery. The two men were subsequently 
brought together. Astor requested Cust to 
take charge of the Gazette. Cust, who never 
éven had written for a newspaper in his 
life, consented, and at once began the work. 
Since then he published what may perhaps 
be considered the only wholly original news- 
paper in the world, without an item quoted 
from any other journal, but with every 
column ably written by high-priced men, at 
least at first. 

Astor showered money on the Gazette. In 
his short career Cust made many enemies. 
He has given offense to his own party, and 
followed an independent course regardless 
of consequences, but at the same time pro- 
duced a brilliant journal of extraordinary, 
almost American, enterprise. 

It was habituated to publishing exclusive 
news and gave Gladstone’s resignation, an- 
nounced the Russo-Turkish agreement, and 
published many other facts ahead of all the 
English newspapers. 

Like all of Astor’s editors Cust was a mem- 
ber of a noble family, a Tory man of in- 
dependent means. He will undoubtedly soon 
control a journal of his own and he means 
to reénter public life. 

Astor’s reasons for his present course are 
quite mysterious. It is not possible that 
Cust’s position on the Venezuelan question 
could have been objectionable, as the Pall 
Mall's articles have been written by Ameri- 
cans here and in New York. Presumably 
Astor regards the paper as his own property, 
to do with as he pleases. 

The sudden change of management is not 
nearly so remarkable as the stoppage of the 
Weekly Budget a few months ago, which 
was maintained merely because it was a 
favorite of the late Mrs. Astor. 


MANNER OF SHOWING PATRIOTISM. 
Harold Frederic Ascribes a Reason 
for Astor's Action. 

[SPECIAL CABLE BY HAROLD FREDERIC.] 
London, Feb. 5.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
New York Times.j—Mr. William Waldorf 
Astor has made a summary clearance in the 
editorial department of the Pall Mall Ga- 
zette, which, when it becomes known here, 

will create something of a sensation. 

Last week he asked Cust, the editor, for 
his resignation, which the latter refused. 
He then ordered him to quitgon Saturday 
next, and, with him, Ivan Muller, the man- 
aging editor. 

Each of these has written a long explana- 
tory letter to the Times here which is to ap- 
pear next Monday, up to which time the 
whole thing is supposed to be a secret. 

I understand that the immediate cause of 
the trouble was the flippantly offensive at- 
titude that Cust and his colleagues took 
toward the American principle in the Ven- 
ezuelan matter. It appears that they imag- 
ined they were pleasing Mr. Astor in this, 
but are now pondering in much perturbed 
dismay at the magnitude of their error.

Marine Budget Coming.

General at Warsaw Poisoned. 


From Warsaw comes the report that the 
Nihilists are now resorting to poison instead 
of dynamite to dispatch their enemies. Gen. 
Wierokin, the Chief of Police, died today 
from the effects of strychnine administered 
in his food in some unknown manner. 

Thus far only his trusted servant has been 
arrested, the police having learned that he 
has maintained for some months secret in- 
tercourse with certain well-known Nihilists. 
In all Russia there was no man more thor- 
oughly hated b¥ the anarchistic fraternity 
than Chief Wierokin. He had the reputation 
of being the most cruel henchman of the 
Czar. Thousands owe their exile to Siberia 
to hia inexorable régime, and he did not 
hesitate to apply medieval torture to prison- 
ers in order to force confessions. 


LAST HONORS PAID PRINCE HENRY. 


Buried in the Isle of Wight and Ob- 
sequies at Westminster. 
Cowes, Isle of Wight, Feb. 5.—Rusiness in 
the island was suspended today and the in- 
habitants flocked to this part of the island 
in order to pay a last-tribute of respect to 
the remains of the late Governor of the isl- 
and, Prince Henry of Battenberg, husband 
of Princess Beatrice, who died Jan. 20 while

Shortly before noon a gun carriage drawn 
by six horses arrived at the pier. Behind it 
was led Prince Henry’s charger tn mourning 
trappings, his riding boots hanging in the 
stirrups. ? 

Prominent among those at the pier were 
the Prince of Wales, in a Field Marshal's 
uniform; the Duke of York, in a naval uni- 
form; and the Duke of Connaught, Prince 
Edward of Saxe-Weimar, Prince Christian 
of .Schleswig-Holstein, Prince Francis of 
Battenberg, Prince Louis of Battenberg, the 
Commander-in-Chief, Viscount Wolsely; 
Gen, Sir Henry Evelyn Wood, the Quarter- 
master-General; Gen. Sir Redvers Buller, the 
Adjutant-General; and other’ distinguished 
officers. 

A few minutes after the officers had as- 
sembled the Queen’s carriage was driven on 
the pier. It contained her Majesty, Princess 
Beatrice, and two of the latter’s children, all 
in deep mourning. | 

The casket was then conveyed from ‘the 
Alberta to the gun carriage in waiting at the 
end of the gangway. 

The funeral procession started for Whip- 
pingham Church at 12:30 p. m. and arrived 
at 1:30, where it was received by the Lord

Deans of Winchester and Windsor. At the 
conclusion of the service the coffin was 
temporarily placed in a sarcophagus erected 
in the household pew. 

The Queen was able to walk in and out 
of the church, although it was noticed she 
leaned heavily on the arm of her Indian at- 
tendant.

COMFORT TO THE ENGLISH CAUSR. 


Clements Markham Writes of the Ven- 
ezuelan Case for the Times. 

London, Feb. 6.—Clements Markham, F. R. 
S., President of the Royal Geographical So- 
ciety, contributes a two-column letter to the 
Times this morning minutely describing all 
the cartographic evidence obtainable in the 
society’s mMap-room bearing on the disputed 
boundaries of Guiana from the year 1570 up- 
wards.

‘'pUBAN INSURGENTS GET PRACTICAL- 
: LY A RECOGNITION. 


Committee on Foreign Affairs Pre- 
sents a Resolution That Treats the 
€ubans und Spanish in the Same 
Terms and Might Cause President 
Cleveland to Formally Recognize 
the Insurrection — How Palma 
Views the Action. ’ 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 5.—[{Special.J— 

e Cuban patriots have been recognized 
gs belligerents by formal vote of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations, which this 
gfternoon reported to the Senate the follow- 
ing resolution: 

“Resolved by the Senate (the House of 
Representatives concurring), That in the 
opinion of Congress a condition of public 
war exists between the Government of Spain 
gnd the government proclaimed and for 
gome time maintained by force of arms by 
the people of Cuba, and that the United 
States of America should maintain a strict 
peutrality between the contending. powers 
gnd accord to each all the rights of bellig- 
srents in the ports and territory of the United 
@tates.” 

This resolution is a flat footed recognition 
ef the fact that war exists between Spain 
ignd the patriot government, and that the 
United States should maintain strict neu- 
¢rality between them. It makes no distinc- 
tion whatever between the Government of 
Spain and the Government of Cuba, so- 
galled, but declares that the United States 
ghould give to each of these foreign powers 

e rights of belligerency in its ports and 

rritories. 

So far as,Congress can do'so, this resolu- 
fion, if passed, would give to the Cuban in- 
gurgents everything that they have de- 

nded or requested ‘from this country. 

The previous resolution reported from the 

fame committee requested the President to 

communicate with Spain in the interests of 
humanity, and ask that government to treat 

{ts rebellious subjects as insurgents, en- 

titled to the usual rights of war, and not as 

rioters, subject to death by hanging. 

It is generally understood that as soon as 
the previous resolution was published it was 
cabled to the Spanish Government at Madrid 
and the crafty Dons at once communicated 
to the State Department here that their 
gesolution was unnecessary as the# had all 
glong treated the insurgents as such, and 
hot as rioters. ’ 

Senate Committee Active. 

On receipt of this information showing that 
the Spanish were inclined to dodge the ques- 
tion entirely the Senate committee at once 
decided to take the bull by the horns and 
presented the resolution reported today, 
which grants belligerent rights to the in- 

rgents without equivocation. This is in 
the form of a concurrent resolution, which 
merely expresses the opinion of Congress 
and does not bind the President in any way. 

It will bring the issue before him sharply, 

however. 

Until he issues his proclamation granting 
belligerent rights and warning citizens of 

United States to maintain strict neu- 
lity between the warring powers the 
opinion of Congress would pass for nothing,

Havana, Feb. 5.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.]—The Judges of the 
Criminal Court confirm the Public Prosecu- 
tor’s opinion declaring that compliance with 
Consul Wiliams’ request to have the briefs 
in Sanguilly’s case shown him is out of the 
question, 

It is reported that there has been a con- 
centration of rebel forces in the Sancti 
Spiritus district to decide whose columns 
Shall answer Gomez's call for reinforce- 
ments. The leader Legon, it is supposed, 
will be the one to go. Several Sancti Spir- 
itus citizens have been arrested as suspects, 
while several well-known young men of the 
district have joined the rebels. 

The leader Lacret has passed Mostacilla 
toward Cuevitas, in the Province of Ma- 
tanzas. : 

The leader Serafin Sanchez and his party 
have passed Guayabo Largo on their way 
to the stock farm of Ramos in Cuevitas. 

A late official report announces that the 
Spanish column under Col. Vicuna attacked 
a rebel party under Cayito Alvarez and 
Roque Amieva at the Town of Manjuari, 
Matanzas Province. The Spanish loss was 
two wounded, the rebels’ loss thirty-two 
killed, 

The two fights between the Spanish forces 
and those of Gomez and Maceo respectively 
seem to have for the moment checked the 
rebel movements and stilled them. There 
have been a few brushes between the Span- 
iards and insurgents, but with no important 
results. 

The location of the chief leaders continues 
conflicting. Nevertheless, it is generally 
accepted that Gomez is near Guanajay, 
where some of Maceo’s troops, if not Maceo 
himself, retreated after fighting Gen. Luque. 
The living wall behind them has been heavily 
increased. 

The government collection of horses has 
not come up to-expectations. It required 
days in Havana for 1,000 to be rounded up. 
From the Province of Puerto Principe, which 
had 36,000 horses before the war, only from 
6,000 to 8,000 serviceable ones have been col- 
lected. , 


WARSHIPS FOR A BOOM IN SUGAR, 


Syndicate Said to Be About to Help 
Gomez to This End. 

New York, Feb. 5.—According to rumors 
‘in Cuban and Spanish circles, the Neptuno, 
now in dry-dock at Perth Amboy, N. J. 
the Narino, which is being transformed 
into a gunboat in the shipyards, and other 
steamers which have been mentioned in con- 
nection with expeditions to Cuba, are not 
being fitted out by the Cuban Junta at all, 
but by New York sugar merchants. 

Several months ago the rumor was spread 
that a syndicate hed furnished $500,000 to 
help Gomez in his scheme of burning: plar- 
tations for the purpose of creating a boom 
im sugar. 

It is now rumored that Horatio S. Rubens, 
counsel for the Cuban revolutionary party, 
is in Washington, lobbying not only for the 
Junta but for the sugar people as well. 

The rumored plan is a clever one. It ap- 
pears that it contemplates building vessels 
so well equipped that they could. capture the 
ports of Cuba. Of course this work will be 
done in connection withthe Junta. It would 
take a large fleet to carry out the plans, as 
the Spanish Government has now over filty 
ships to protect the different ports of the 
island. 


JOURNALIST ORDERED FROM CUBA. 


Correspondent of a Washington Paper 
Gets Into Insurgent Lines. 

Havana, Feb. 5.—William E. Mannix of 
the Army and Navy Journal and corsespond- 
ent of the Washington Evening Star came 
here with letters from the United States 
State Department and from officials of the 
State of New York, as well as from President 
Cleveland, according to reports here. Nev- 


ertheless, he has received orders to leave the’ 


island on account of having entered the in- 
surgent lines contrary to the orders of the 
government.

SAYS IT WAS A CASE OF HYSTERIA. 


Report on the Case of the Woman 

Who Sues the Pullman Company. 

Leadville, Colo., Feb. 5.—[{Special.]—Mrs. 
Ly@ia Spalding, who filed suit for $100,000 
against the Pullman company and Rio 
Grande railroad in Chicago yesterday, 
charging false imprisonment and ill-treat- 
ment, was arrested here on the morning of 
June 21 by Sheriff Leslie in response to a 
telegram from the conductor of the Rio 
Grande train, who notified him there was 
an insane woman aboard. 

When the train arrived here he found 
Mrs. Spalding in a disheveled condition and 
raving about alleged ill-treatment anid 
losses. She claimed she lost $1,800 on the 
floor and that the conductor and porter had 
stolen it. The Sheriff counted her money to 
her before the conductor and then conveyed 
her to jail, but‘allowed her to occupy the 
room of the jailer’s wife. She tossed about 
nearly all night, imagining she was,in San 
Francisco. 

The following morning she was much bet- 
ter, and before leaving expressed her thanks 
to all for the kind treatment received. Be- 
fore going the Sheriff turned over to her all 
her diamonds and other jewelry and $420 
in cash and a letter of credit for $1,000, for 
which she gave him a receipt in full, which 
he still holds. Dr. Keith of this city art- 
tended Mrs. Spalding at the jail and says she 
was suffering from a severe case of hysteria, 
bordering on temporary insanity.

IS THE ETHER ELASTIC? 


PROF. PUPIN OF COLUMBIA COLLEGE 
SAYS IT MAY BE. 


Bases His Assumption Upon the 
Result of Recently Conducted Ex- 
periments with the So-Called 
Roentgen Rays—Columpbia’s Finely 
Equipped Laboratories Used to De- 
termine if Possible the Value of the 
New X of Science. ‘ 

New York, Feb. 5.—[{Special.]—It has been 
decided that Columbia College shall give its 
assistance and skill to the extended efforts 
now being made by American institutions 
of learning to détermine the value of the 
new ** X ” of science, the so-called Roentgen 
rays. 

All the superior advantages of Columbia's 
finely equipped laboratories will be pressed 
into service, and a series of experiments 
conducted with a superior degree of nicety 
will be undertaken to learn the truth of 
the recently discovered phenomena. 

At a conferénce held a few days ago it was 
decided that Prof. Pupin of the Columbia 
Electrical Department should be intrusted 
with making the experiments, while Prof. 
Hallock of the Department of Physics and 
Prof. Chandler of the School of Mines should 
act as an advisory board. 

Experiments have been under way since 
last Friday and already tangible results have 
been obtained. This afternoon Prof. Pupin 
was busily engaged over a slender glass tube 
about three feet long, glowing with curious 
green and violet light. The electrical ma- 
chinery buzzed not unlike a tea kettle over 
afire. Dr. Pupin had three assistants. One 
of them, bending over the luminous tube, 
paid close attention to an oddly-shaped 
bundle wrapped in a piece of waterproof 
cloth on the table close to the glowing glass. 

The bundle contained a photographic sen- 
sitive plate. The others busied themselves 
with the new Crooke tubes, in various 
Stages of completion, and with an elaborate 
Geisler vacuum pump whith had just been 
set up. These experiments, however, were 
only ‘in the nature of preliminary work. 

The tube in use was an old one, but the 
current passing through it was of exceed- 
ingly high tension, estimated at 500,000 volts. 
It was an alternating current, supplied by 
an ordinary alternating machine, passed 
through. a Westinghouse transformer, and 
thence through an induction coil, a Leyden 
jar, and another transformer. Thin copper 
wires connecting with sheets or tinfoil were 
wrapped about the tube several inches froin 
the end. 

It will be seen from this description that 
the apparatus differed essentially from that 
used by Profs Roentgen. Fluorescence, 
shown by the play of green light within the 
uranium glass, was beautiful and satis- 
factory, but when the sensitive plate was 
developed, after twenty-five minutes, it was 
found only the faintest shadow had been 
registered. The silver bromide on the film, 
however, was certainly decomposed, show- 
ing that the rays had penetrated the wrap- 
ping, but probably in so many directions 
that they failed to register a distinct im- 
pression. ; 

Dr. Pupin’s new tubes are of half a dozen 
different patterns, with aluminum connec- 
tions. When the desired vacuity has been 
attained he will be able to produce a pencil 
of parallel rays, proceeding from a window 
of aluminum at the end of the tube, and in 
this way a more sharply defined shadow will 
be thrown upon the sensitive plate. Fur- 
ther aluminum fittings, shafts, and plates 
were provided in the interior of the tubes, 
the object of which was not explained. 

“The experiments with this discovery of 
Roentgen may help us to many conclusions 
regarding the all-pervading ether,’’ said 
Prof. Pupin. ‘‘ It has been maintained that 
ether is incompressible and impenetrable. 
It may be shown that ether, like air, is elastic 
and compressible.”

Life Insurance Companies Interested 
in a Case Now on Trial. 


New York, Feb. 5.—A case of alleged at- 
tempt to swindle insurance companies by 
the substitution of a corpse was called for 
trial today in the,Supreme Court. The case 
ic similar in some respects to the scheme car- 
ried out by H. H. Holmes,.charged with 
many murders and attempts to defraud in- 
surance companies. 

The action is brought by Annie Smith, as 
administratrix of the estate of Peter Smith, 
her husband, against the Prudential Insur- 
ance Company of America, to recover $1,000 
insurance; in the New York Life Insurance 
company, for $2,000; in the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance company, for $1,000; in the John 
Hancock company, for $500; and in the Pru- 
dential,Insurance company, for $250. It 1s 
claimed by Mrs. Smith that her husband 
died Nov. 3, 1804, of consumption. 

The defendant company admits that aman 
known as Peter Smith died of consumption 
at the place and on the date claimed, but 
deny he was the man who submitted to the 
medical examination, and was insured by 
the company and the other companies as 
Peter Smith. 

‘We claim,” said Mr. Campbell, counsel 
for the Prudential company, “ thatthere was 
a substitution; that while Peter Smith was 
at home suffering. from consumption an- 
other man was taking out policies of insur- 
ance in his name.”’

Mr. Creston Clarke’s presentation of 
“ Richelieu” at McVicker’s last night 
showed more of possibilities than of actual- 
ities. The form was there, but not always 
the soul. Mr. Clarke has in him the making 
of a strong Richelieu, and he has the Riche- 
lieu eye. But the Richelieu power? Not 
yet. 

It is not Mr. Clarke’s fault that he lacks 
experience, but it is this that makes the one 
great defect of his acting—lack of life, of 
soul. In its stage setting Mr. Clarke’s 
‘’ Richelieu "’ is altogether excellent. In its 
smooth rendition it shows industrious re- 
hrearsing. Lut in spirit it still betrays the 
novice, and in some minor points it is still 
underdone around the edges. 

There were points in which Mr. Clarke rose 
to the majesty of the character he was im- 
personating, as in the first scene of the sec- 
ond act, and more especially at the climax of 
the third act, where the wily Cardinal out- 
wits the mob and flings defiance after them. 
But his work is uneven in quality. His in- 
terpretation of Richelieu's character is bet- 
ter than that of Hamlet, but his acting still 
shows the same defects. The revival of the 
dying Cardinal after Louis offers to abdicate 
is too sudden. The weakness of the old man 
is well simulated, but there is needed that 
sense of suppressed strength that marked 
the original. 

Miss Adelaide Prince’s Julie was the most 
magnetic character on the stage, and Her- 
bert Pattee’s Louis XIII. was good, though 
fomewhat stiff. Rodney Burton’ as the 
Sieur de Beringhen was humorous without 
half trying, and some of the other members 
of the company were humorous because of 
too much trying.

READY FOR TROUBLE ON SANTA FE. 


Three Hundred Men Are Discharged 
from the Topeka Shops. 

Topeka, Kas., Feb. 5.—[{Special.j—In com- 
pliance with an order issued by President 
Ripley 300 employés of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé railroad company in this city 
were discharged today without notice. Two 
hundred of them were in the machine shops 
and the other hundred in the carpenter de- 
partment of the car works. It is said that 
the discharges were made because of the 
gencral retrenchment policy of the company, 
but it is rumored in railroad circles that it 
is done in anticipation of an expected strike. 
There were 1,500 employés in the machine 
shops in this city, today’s wholesale dis- 
charges reducing the number to 1,200, Shop- 
men expect still further reductions of the 
torce. 


Block Coal Operators. 

Brazil, Ind., Feb. 5.—[{Special.]—The block 
coal operators met for discussion today. 
The Illinois Central railroad has made ar- 
rangements with the large coal dealers of 
Chicago to handle all the coal shipped in 
over that road, which means the entire out- 
put of the Illinois coal fields. The rates and 
arrangements are not known. This ar- 
rangement would imply that the coal deal- 
ers of Chicago are bound to dispose of all 
the coal from the Illinois districts before 
Indiana coal would have a show, which 
would about exclude that coal from the Chi- 
cago market.

SUCCESS OF THE POPULAR.LOAN. 

The popular bond issue is an unqualified 
success, The bids for bonds to the amount 
of 100 million dollars, called for by the ad- 
ministration one month ago, were opened 
yesterday and found to aggregate some 560 
million dollars, or between five and six 
times the sum asked for, not including a 
few bids which were thrown out as ap- 
parently “ bogus.” The terms named by 
the successful bidders are also so high as 
to make the loan a grand success in an- 
other sense of the term. The bids ranged 
all the way from par to a fraction over $119 
for each $100 named on the face of the 
bond, and the average of those accepted 
probably is about $111.50, This is a great 
improvement on the $104.4946. per $100 
which was paid by the syndicate on the last 
previous bond issue of one year ago. 

The total number of bids opened yester- 
day was 4,640. They ranged from $50 up 
to 76 millions, the latter amount being bid 
for by John A. Stewart of New York City 
at $110.075, and one for 100 millions by 
the Morgan syndicate at $110.6877. It is 
understood that the Morgan bid, which 
was made on behalf of J. Pierpont Morgan 
& Co., the National City Bank, the Deutsche 
Bank of Germany, and Harvey, Fiske & 
Co., will be awarded 60 to 70 millions, the 
remainder going at higher figures to the 
smaller bidders. The great feature of the 
bidding was the large number of proposals 
from banking institutions all over the 
United States in sums ranging from $1,000 
to $250,000. The bids from New York and 
neighboring cities aggregated far more than 
the whole amount called for, but the other 
great centers of population in the United 
States, including Chicago, were well repre- 
sented, and the bids from private individ- 
uals, apart from the banks, were sufficient- 
ly numerous to indicate the existence of a 
great aggregate of gold in private hands. 
The total of these private holdings must be 
vastiy larger than was estimated by many 
who professed‘to fear that the popular loan 
could not be a success because of scarcity 
of gold coin in the hands of the people. 

The result of this appeal to the American 
public is gratifying in a far higher degree 
than the mere replenishment of the Treas- 
ury reserve, which was its immediate ob- 
ject. It will tend to an important restora- 
tion of confidence on the part of the doubt- 
ers who may have feared the consequences 
of the frothy vaporings indulged in by the 
free silver extremists and their efforts to 
organize a party to break down the in- 
tegrity of the currency unit. It shows a 
determination on the part of the many that 
the parity must and shall be preserved, as

Hence all the peo- 
ple, even the free silverites who will be 
saved from falling into the pit they have 
digged' for others, will haye abundant cause 
for hearty rejoicing over the great success 
of the popular loan. 
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WHY THE ADVANCE IN SUGAR? 

A correspondent of a New York paper 
discusses the conditions under which the 
price of raw sugar has advanced 25 per cent 
since the close of last April in the face of 
a large oversupply. The world’s produe- 
tion of raw sugar averaged nearly eight 
million tons for the years 1898-94 and 
1894-95, while the annual consumption 
barely exceeded seven million tons, leaving 
a visible supply of two and a half million 
tons the middle of last month, which is five 
times the normal average visible supply of 
the world in the last decade. Yet raw 
sugar (centrifugal 96 degree basis) has 
risen from 24% cents per pound in bond May 
1 last to 24 cents a week ago, and this ad- 
vance has taken place during a period of 
financial and political difficulties in most of 
the sugar consuming countries. 

The United States consumes about two 
million tons of raw sugar per year, three- 
quarters of which is refined by the Great 
American Sugar Refining company and the 
remainder by “scattering” firms. A small 
rise in price is sufficient to stimulate the 
spring sowing for a largely increased crop 
of European beet sugar, and the entire 
product of Cuba has barely exceeded one 
million tons for each of the last two years. 
As this is only one-eighth of the world’s 
production it may be thought a falling off 
in the Cuban supply ought not to cause such 
a big rise in quotations. But the fact is 
the United States will feel almost ex- 
clusively the decrease in the Cuban yield, 
as in the last ten years we have taken fairly 
95 per cent of the Cuban crop of sugar, and 
in late years 60 per cent of our entire im- 
ports has come from Cuba. 

The question now before refiners is where 
they will purchase the million tons of cane 
sugar which under normal circumstances 
they would procure from Cuba in the iirst 
six months of the year. It is all the more 
important to them because of the not gener- 
ally understood fact that they are obliged 
to purchase cane sugars in preference to 
beet sugar, and hence cannot avail them- 
selves freely of the enormous stocks of the

That organiza- 
tion picks out the candidates the members 
of the party must vote for, and thus saves 
them the trouble of bothering their brains 
about the matter.

Hertz 
expects to be State Treasurer, and he is on 
that same committee. So is Ball, who in- 
tends to be re@lected Assessor. Lorimer is 
on the County Central committee and ex- 
pects ‘to go back to Congress. [Tred Busse 
wishes to go to the Legislature. His quali- 
fications are summed up in the fact that he 
is the City Central committeeman for the 
Twenty-second Ward. 

A wtse man holds on to his committce- 
ship even after he has secured a long-term 
elective office, so that he may be in a posi- 
tion where he can get another when he has to 
leave that. Thus the County Clerk is the 
county committeeman from the Sixteenth 
Ward and the Criminal Court Clerk from 
the Fifth. 

In view of these facts what better advice 
can be given to a young man who wants to 
draw wages from the people than: “ Do not 
cultivate the voters, but cultivate the * ma- 
chine.’ Get to be a committeeman, run 
with the majority faction, and the rest is 
easy. You and your partners will choose 
the delegates, who willratify the division of 
the offices among yourselves,” 

The committeemen themselves see noth- 
ing improper in this way of doing business. 
They are not sensitive and a question of 
taste or delicacy never arises in their minds, 
They say they are the ones who do the 
“work” of the party, especially at the 
primaries, and that without them it couid 
not win victories. They say a party does 
not succeed because it has principles or 
statesmen, but because it has committee- 
men and a “ machine.” And it is contend- 
ed that those committeemen all the 
“work” and cast all the They 
and their retainers ought to have all the 
offices as their reward. 

They exaggerate somewhat. There are 
times when they work hard, as, for in- 
stance, when they have to run in a ‘dele- 
gate ticket in defiance of the wishes of two- 
thirds of the voters. Their chief labors are 
at the primaries and their sharpest contests 
over the making up of a slate which will 
satisfy the greatest number of “ ma- 
chinists,”’ 

Generally the committeeman gets his 
ollice, but sometimes the voters indulge in 
that pastime known as “smashing the 
slate.” They are most likely to do it when 
the ticket prepared for them has on it an 
unusual number of veteran officeholders, 
self-electing committeemen, and _ slavish 
adherents of the “ machine.” Therefore 
the convention to be held Saturday week, 
or rather the committeemen who elect it, 
ought to be cautious. The contemplation 
by the voters for eight and a half months of 
an unsatisfactory ticket may cause a re- 
vuision which will be disastrous to the 
party and the ** machine.”

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TO RECOGNIZE CUBA. 
_The Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions yesterday agreed upon a substitute 
for the Cuban resolution recently offered, 
and authorized Senator Morgan to report 
the following to the Senate as a concurrent 
resolution: | 

Resolved, By the Senate (the House of Repre- 
sentatives concurring) that, in the opinion of 
Congress, a- condition of public war be- 
tween the government of Spain and the govern- 
ment proclaimed and for some time maintained 
by force of arms by the people of Cuba; and that 
the United States of America should maintain a 
strict neutrality between the contending powers, 
and accord to each all the rights of beligerents 
in the ports and territory of the United States. 

At last the Senate committee has risen to 
a realizing sense of its duty as regards 
Cuba. as well as of the sentiments of the 
American people. The majority report, for 
which this resolution is a substitute, was 
utterly absurd and superfluous. It request- 
ed the President to use his friendly offices 
with the Spanish Government to induce it 
to recognize the belligerent rights of the 
insurgents. Even assuming that the Presi- 
dent would have made this request, which 
is doubtful, it would have been promptly, 
contemptuously, and indignantly rejected 
by Spain. The only effect of the original 
resolution was to expose this country to 
insult. It would have done more harm than 
good, while it would not have aided the 
Cuban patriots in any way. The Senate 
committee has now taken the right step, 
and the one it should have taken long ago. 
Instead of asking Spain to concede belliger- 
ent rights to the insurgents it recognizes 
that a condition of war exists between 
them and Spain, proclaims a strict neutral- 
ity as between them, and accords to each 
belligerent rights in the ports and territory 
of the United States. 

Now let the Senate pass this simple act of 
justice without delay and let the House fol- 
low suit. The country has waited long 
enough. Not enly the sentiment of sym-

Danger in High Houses, 

An additional argument for the restriction of 
the height of apartment houses to eighty feet is 
brought forward by. the American Architect, 
which asserts that the greater the height of tre 
building the greater the chance for the spread uf 
contagious diseases. In an office building of ex- 
cessive height there is little or no danger of this 
sort, but in a structure used for dwelling pur- 
poses the disease germs may spread as readily as 
the fumes of tobacco or the aroma of coffee. 
‘The rooms are constantly occupied; they are 
filled usually to near suffocation with furniture 
ready to be saturated with disease germs; they 
are comparatively poorly built, with innumer- 
able crevices to put the air of different rooms in 
communication; and they have, as a rule, no 
ventilation worthy of the name.’’ In view of this 
the movement in opposition to architectural sky- 
scrapers seems not only timely but an imperative 
necessity. ‘* Where the limit should be set, it is 
not easy to say,’’ concludes the American Archt- 
tect, and the testimony of physicians would be 
useful in determining the restriction judiciously.

SUCCESS OF THE POPULAR LOAN. 

The popular bond issue is an unqualified 
suecess. The bids for bonds to the amount 
of 100 million dollars, called for by the ad- 
ministration one month ago, were opened 
yesterday and found to aggregate some D60 
million dollars, or between five and six 
times the sum asked for, not including a 
ids which were thrown out as ap- 
pardutly “ bogus.”* The terms named by 
the successful bidders are also so high as 
to make the loan a grand success in an- 
other sense of the term. The bids ranged 
all the way from par to a fraction over $119 
for each $100 named on the face of the 
bond, and the average of those accepted 
probably is about $111.50, This is a great 
improvement on the $104.4946. per $100 
which was paid by the syndicate on the last 
previous bond issue of one year ago. 

The total number of bids opened yester- 
day was 4,640. They ranged from $50 up 
to 76 millions, the latter amount being bid 
for by John A. Stewart of New York City 
at $110.075, and one for 100 millions by 
the Morgan syndicate at $110.6877. It is 
understood that the Morgan bid, which 
was made on behalf of J. Pierpont Morgan 
& Co., the National City Bank, the Deutsche 
Bank of Germany, and Harvey, Fiske & 
Co., will be awarded 60 to 70 millions, the 
remainder going at higher figures to the 
smaller bidders. The great feature of the 
bidding was the large number of proposals 
from banking institutions all over the 
United States in sums ranging from $1,000 
to $250,000. The bids from New York and 
neighboring cities aggregated far more than 
the whole amount called for, but the other 
great centers of population in the United 
States, including Chicago, were well repre- 
sented, and the bids from private individ- 
uals, apart from the banks, were sufficient- 
ly numerous to indicate the existence of a 
great aggregate of gold in private hands. 
The total of these private holdings must be 
vastly larger than was estimated by many 
who professed to fear that the popular loan 
could not be a success because of scareity 
of gold coin in the hands of the people. 

The result of this appeal to the American 
public is gratifying in a far higher degree 
than the mere replenishment of the Treas- 
ury reserve, which was its immediate eb- 
ject. It will tend to an important restora- 
tion of confidence on the part of the doubt- 
ers who may have feared the consequences 
of the frothy vaporings indulged in by the 
free silver extremists and their efforts to 
organize a party to break down the in- 
tegrity of the currency unit. It shows f 
determination on the part of the many that 
the parity must and shall be preserved, as 
demanded by both the great parties in their 
latest national platforms adopted by their 
conventions in 1892, ‘The result should be 
reflected in the platforms adopted by the 
conventions of this year, in the selection of 
candidates to be the standard-bearers of 
those parties, and the vote for them at the 
election of nine months hence. In the 
meantime it shoukl, and doubtless will, in- 
crease the volume of business, giving to it a 
more healthy and active tone. That re- 
newed assurance must prove to be an im- 
portant stimulus to increased healthy in- 
dustrial and mercantile activity, with espe- 
cial benefit to the working classes, as well 
as to their employers. Hence all the peo- 
ple, even the free silverites who will be 
saved from falling into the pit they have 
digged for others, will have abundant cause 
for hearty rejoicing over the great success 
of the popular loan.

WHY THE ADVANCE IN SUGAR? 

A correspondent of a New York paper 
discusses the conditions under which the 
price of raw sugar has advanced 25 per cent 
since the close of last April in the face of 
a large oversupply. The world’s produc- 
tion of raw sugar averaged nearly eight 
million tons for the years 1893-94 and 
1804-95, while the annual consumption 
barely exceeded seven million tons, leaving 
a visible supply of two and a-half million 
tons the middle of last month, which is five 
times the normal average visible supply of 
the world in the last decade. Yet raw 
sugar (centrifugal 96 degree basis) has 
risen from 214 cents per pound in bond May 
1 last to 24 cents a week ago, and this ad- 
vance has taken place during a period of 
financial and political difficulties in most of 
the sugar consuming countries, 

The United States consumes about two 
million tons of raw sugar per year, three- 
quarters of which is refined by the Great 
American Sugar Refining company and the 
remainder by “scattering” firms. A small 
rise in price is sufficient to stimulate the 
spring sowing for a largely increased crop 
of European beet sugar, and the entire 
product of Cuba has barely exceeded one 
million tons for each of the last two years. 
As this is only one-eighth of the world’s 
production it may be thought a falling off 
in the Cuban supply ought not to cause such 
a big rise in quotations, But the fact is 
the United States will feel almost ex- 
clusively the decrease in the Cuban yield, 
as in the last ten years we have taken fairly 
95 per cent of the Cuban crop of sugar, and 
in late years 60 per cent of our entire im- 
ports has come from Cuba. 

The question now before refiners is where 
they will purchase the million tons of cane 
sugar which under normal circumstances 
they would procure from Cuba in the first 
six months of the year. It is all the more 
important to them because of the not gener- 
ally understood fact that they are obliged 
to purchase cane sugars in preference to 
beet sugar, and hence cannot avail them- 
selves freely of the enormous stocks of the 
latter still lying in the principal ports of 
Europe. They seldom have taken more 
than 10 per cent of their imports in Buro- 
pean beet sugar, and for that reason their 
product is of a saccharine quality distinct- 
ly oF ages to the product of European re- 
fin - Besides that, the refining process 
costs them about one-quarter cent per pound 
more for beet than for cane sugars, and the 
lay-down cost of the former is greater by 
reason of the extra import duty levied on 
them. 3

The committeemen themselves see noth- 
ing improper in this way of doing business, 
They are not sensitive and a question of 
taste or delicacy never arises in their minds, 
They say they are the ones who do the 
“work” of the party, especially at the 
primaries, and that without them it cou:d 
not win victories. They say a party does 
not succeed because it has principles or 
statesmen, but because it has committee- 
men and a “ machine.”” And it is contend- 
ed that those committeemen do all the 
“work” and cast all the votes. They 
and their retainers ought to have all the 
offices as their reward. 

They exaggerate somewhat. There are 
times when they work hard, as, for in- 
stance, when they have to run in a ‘dele- 
gate ticket in defiance of the wishes of two- 
thirds of the voters.

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THE CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION. 

A city paper,‘after having read _ the 
statistics given in the first report of the 
Civil Se#vice Commission, professes to be 
surprised and pained because with “ tens 
of thotsands of employés and a year of 
Swift's administration only 194 persons, in- 
cluding laborers, have been named in city 
employments from an eligible list.” . 

Mayor Swift has been in office a little 
less than ten months. As the Civil Service 
Commissioners were not appointed until 
last July, as they did not prepare their 
rules until August, and as the examination 
of applicants did not begin until a still later 
date, the first report covers less than a third 
ofa year. Consequently this remark about 
the commission having done so little during 
“a year of Swift's administration ” js ca}- 
culated to deceive those not familiar with 
the facts. 

The total number passing examinations 
during the period covered by the report was 
949. Thrée hundred and seventy-seven 
wanted laborers’ places, That positions 
were not found for all of those who passed 
is not surprising. The men appointed by 
Mayor Swift or his subordinates were gen- 
| erally good ones. They have kept their 
places because they have behaved them- 
selves. During his administration the 
number of employés has not been increased. 
For these two reasons there have been com- 
paratively few openings for persons who 
have taken examinations. 

But while only 194 men who had gone be- 
fore the commission got work under the city 
during the last three months of 1895 in

TO RECOGNIZE CUBA. 
.The Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions yesterday agreed upon a substitute 
for the Cuban resolution recently offered, 
and authorized Senator Morgan to report 
the following to the Senaté as a concurrent 
resolution: 
Resolved, By the Senate (the House of Repre- 
sentatives concurring) that, in the opinion 
Congress, a> condition of public war exists be- 
tween the government of Spain and the govern- 
ment proclaimed and for: some 
by force of arms by the people of Cuba: and that 
the United States of America should maintain a 
strict neutrality between the contending powers, 
and accord to each all the rights of beltigerents 
in the ports and territory of the United States, . 
At last the Senate committee has risen to 
n realizing sense of its duty as regards 
Cuba. as well as of the sentiments of the 
American people. The majority report, for 
which this resolution is a substitute, was 
utterly absurd and superfluous. It request- 
ed the President to use his friendly offices 
with the Spanish Government to induce it 
to recognize the bellfverent rights of the 
insurgents. Even assuming that the Presi- 
dent would have made this request, which 
is doubtful, it would have been promptly, 
contemptuously, and indignantly rejected 
by Spain. The only effect of the original 
resolution was to expose this country to 
insult. It would have done more harm than 
good, while it would not have aided the 
Cuban patriots in any way. The Senate 
committee has now taken the right step, 
and the one it should have taken long ago. 
Instead of asking Spain to concede belliger- 
ent rights. to the insurgents it recognizes 
that a condition of war exists between 
them and Spain, proclaims a strict neutral- 
ity as between them, and accords to each 
belligerent rights in the ports and territory 
of the United States.

The 
financial condition of the State is said to be ex- 
celient, and the women have all the pin money 
they want. 


Danger in High Houses. 

An additional argument for the restriction of 
the height of apartment houses to eighty feet is 
brought forward by the American’ Architect, 
which asserts that the greater the height of tre 
building the greater the chance for the spread uf 
contagious diseases. In an office building of ex- 
cessive height there is little or no danger of this 
sort, but in a structure used for dwelling pur- 
poses the disease germs may spread as readily as 
the fumes of tobacco or the aroma of coffee. 
‘“‘The rooms are constantly occupied; they are 
filled usually to near suffocation with furniture 
ready to be saturated with disease germs; they 
are comparatively poorly built, with innumer- 
able crevices to put the air of different rooms in 
communication; and they have, as a rule, no 
ventilation worthy of the name,.’’ In view of this 
the movement in opposition to architectural sky- 
scrapers seems not only timely but an imperative 
necessity. ‘*‘ Where the limit should be set, it is 
not easy to say,’’ concludes the American Archit- 
tect, and the testimony of physicians would be 
useful in determining the restriction judiciously.

ARGUMENT IN LAKE-FRONT CASES. 
Attorney Hamline Says Deal Only Ben- 

efits Railroad Company. 

Mr, Hamline, in urging on the Lake-Front 
cases before Judge Tuley yesterday, dis- 
tinctly charged it would simply be a benefit 
to the Illinois Central railroad company, 
claiming the sole purpose of this new ordi- 
nance is to allow the railroad company to 
evade the old ordinance of 1852, which pro- 
hibited it from obstructing the view to the 
lake, and from any other right except that 
of passing its trains along the 200 feet floor 
Strip dedicated to it. 

“The public is not aware of the insincerity 
of this movement,” added Mr. Hamline. 
* This is a remarkable deal between the city 
and. the Illinois Central company by which 
the tracks will be depressed. Not a hundred 
men in the city know what.a hollow jest it 
is. The city datum is the low water of 1847. 
North of Harrison street Michigan avenue 
is fifteen feet above datum, below this point 
it is fourteen feet. 

“The ordinance lately passed requires the 
tracks to be depressed from Randolph street 
to Park row, seven feet above datum, which 
will make the tracks a little less than two 
feet lower than at present. This is what this 
gigantic boom amounts to. The retaining 
walls will be twenty-two feet above datum, 
and the result will be the wall will stand 
seven feet in one point and eight feet at an- 
other point above the level cf Michigan av- 
enue. No property-uwner will ever see 
oe from the level of his property. This 
will place Michigan avenue, the most de- 
lightful driveway in the city, in such a posi- 
tion it might be miles away as far as views 
of the lake are concerned. The City of Chi- 
cago knew this at the time of the deal with 
the Illinois Central company, and attention 
was called to these things by my clients, but 
the ordinance was passed over our protest.”

Home of Philip Angon Brightened by 
Gifts to His Triplets. 

The advent of triplets into the poor homes 
of Philip Ancon, No. 358 Desplaines, and B. 
Einstein, No, 5949 Aberdeen street, and the 
unhappy reception they met have through 
the prominence given the families in THE 
TRIBUNE, aroused the sympathy of many 
generous people, who have relieved the dis- 
tress and provided means for supplying the 
necessities demanded. 

A marked change was apparent in the 
countenance of Philip Ancen. ‘It’s not so 
bad as I thought it would be,”’ said he yes- 
terday. ‘** Lots of people say they read all 
about me in THE TRIBUNE and want to help 
me. Same women came in a carriage today 
and yesterday and gave us baskets of things 
to eat and clothes for the babies.

Many things have been sent to the 
family, and a nurse for Mrs. Einstein will be 
provided. 


MADE ASSISTANT TO RANDOLPH, 


W. D. Keating Confirmed by the San- 
itary District ustees. 

The engineer’s department of the sanitary 
district will be reorganized with the reduced 
force by Feb. 15. This was the report made 
yesterday at the board meeting by Engineer 
Randolph. Mr. Randolph nominated W. D. 
Keating for the position of Assistant En- 
gineer, and the nomination was confirmed 
by the board. 

The Clerk’s report for January showed 
$55,181 paid for expenses, of which $25,665 
was for the engineering department and 
$6,781 for the police department. As direct- 
ed at previous meetings of the board the 
contractors were paid in tax levy warrants 
amounting to $199,082, making the total ex- 
penditures for the month $255,163.

31 has been $1,478,137. Of the balance of the

district bonds and interest on tax levy war- 
rants and bonds there has been expended 
during January $1,866.98. %

on Engineering. 


LINCOLN PARK BOARD OPENS BIDS. 


Orders Them Tabulated and Will Take 
Action at Next Meeting. 

Bids for the new electric lighting plant for 
Lincoln Park were opened yesterday after- 
noon at the meeting of the Park Board. The 
Commissioners turned them all over to the 
engineer in charge of the work, who will 
arrange and tabulate them in such a manner 
some comparison can be made and the board 
will pass. upon them at the next meeting. 

Several bids for rowboats were also 
opened. They varied from $20 to $35, and 
were ordered tabulated and.brought before 
the next meeting. 

The Western Light and Power company 
made a proposition to take a five-year con- 
tract to supply and care for 240 lights in the 
park at $12,000. The Commissioners decided

Gen. Winston wanted the small park at the 
Chicago avenue water-works improved and 
asked for an appropriation of $5,000 to do the 
work, which was granted.

Damage Suit Against Pullman Com- 
pany Alleging False Arrest. 

Lemuel E. McPherson, attorney for the 
Pullman Palace Car company, against whom 
@& damage suit was brought by Mrs. Lydia 
Spalding of San Francisco, alleging false 
arrest and imprisonment, says the woman 
Was crazy at the time she was given into the 
custody of the Sheriff at Leadville last June. 

According to the report sent to Mr. Mc- 
Pherson the woman became violently insane 
and it was feared she would throw herself 
from the train.

OBJECTS TO THE ASSESSMENTS. 


Mr. Ely Says the City Gets Money by 
False Pretenses. 

Edward 8S. Ely, who represents the owners 
of a lot 47 by 106 feet at Wendell and Orleans 
streets, is making a vigorous protest against 
an assessment of $536 levied on the property 
for paving North Franklin street. He says 
it is unjust. 

The matter of special assessments for pub- 
lic improvements has given him no end of 
trouble. Two years ago an ordinance was 
introduced into the City Council and sub- 
sequently passed providing for curbing, pav- 
ing, and grading the alley runnig from 
Clark street to Wendell street and the alley 
between Sedgwick and Orleans streets. At 
the time the ordinance was introduced inter- 
ested property-owners sent to the City Coun- 
cil a protest against improving the alleys. 
It was urged they were already in a fair 
condition| and the proposed paving would 
inflict upon the property-holders an unneces- 
sary hardship. Subsequently an order was 
ag postponing the improvement of the 
alley. 

This happened, Mr. Ely says, a month be- 

fore a demand was made upon him for his 
portion of the assessment. He sent a check 
for $281 to Collector Charles Kern, July 16, 
1895, and with it a letter, in which the facts 
of the property-owners’ protest were set 
forth. A receipt was sent in return for the 
money. 
« Mr. Ely says no attempt has ever been 
made to improve the alley as provided for by 
the ordinance. When he learned of the order 
postponing the work he began to make ef- 
forts to secure a return of his assessment, 
but was unsuccessful. Although over a year 
and a half have elapsed he insists he has 
been deprived of both his money and the en- 
hancement of value which the pavement 
would secure to his property. 

The additional sum of $536 demanded from 
him for the improvement of North Franklin 
street, Mr. Ely thinks, is unjust and far in 
excess of the actual cost of the work. He 
thinks the right of way of the trolley line on 
that street should be paved at the expense of 
the street car company, which would bring 
down the rate of assessment. Furthermore, 
he fears he will be served in the same man- 
ner as with the paving of the dlleys adjoin- 
ing his premises. 

R. C. Givens, President of the Taxpayers’ 
Association, at one time compiled a list of 
the cases similar to that of Mr. Ely. He 
cited a case of Thomas McMahon of No. 353 
Morgan street, who paid a special assess- 
ment, Feb. 20, 1893, for putting in water 
mains adjoining his lot at Sixtieth and Wood 
streets. No pipes have yet been putin. The 
Real Estate Board proposes to hire an ex- 
pert to keep track of special assessments 
for the next three months, and to ascertain 
if they are properly levied. Mr. Givins in- 
sists property is always assessed largely in 
excess of the actual cost of the work and 
the money not ysed is placed in a fund with 
the Treasurer. He says a large amount of 
money is due as rebates to those who have 
paid special assessments for public improve- 
ments. .

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BAD BOYS ARE A PUZ#LE. 


POLICE DO NOT KNOW WHAT TO DO 
« WITH THEM. 


Many Are Arraigned in the Police 
Courts Charged with Crimes That 
Seem Almost Impossible—Jail Has 
Too Many Now and Authorities 
Don’t Know What to De with Them 
~—Curfew Law Conceded a Good 
Thing—Some of Their Misdeeds. 

What to do with and for the younger 
criminal element in Chicago is a trouble- 
some problem for the authorities and local 
sociologists. There are now nearly thirty 
boys under 16 years of age in the County 

Jail awaiting trial. These boys and the 

crimes with which they are charged are:

Mixed up in the men’s department is a 
large number of young fellows just over the 
line dividing youth and manhood. These 
are not included in the list. They are grad- 
uates from the boys’ department and have 
regularly entered a life of crime. 


Three Are Released. 


Only three were released yesterday from 
the boys’ department. These were Tommy 
and Peter McDonald and James Hogan. 
They were tried before Judge Adams on a 
charge of burglary, breaking into an auction 
store in Déarborn street, from which $500 
worth of goods were stolen. The youngsters 
had a narrow escape, their three partners, 
Samuel Tipton, John Smith, Eddie Harden, 
and William Murray, being convicted and 
sentenced to the reform school at Pontiac. 

“One boy,”’ said a jail clerk, “ gives us as 
much trouble as half a dozen men. , The only 
opportunity they have to make much mis- 
chief is during the exercise hour, but in this 
time they do not overlook any bets. We 
have to watch them with particular care to 
prevent their fighting and wrangling. They 
are a depraved lot, and some of them have 
been here so often the place must seem like 
home to them.”’ 

Half a dozen boys passed before Justice 
Richardson, but received no punishment for 
their alleged crimes. James Derrell, charged 
by Policemen McCarthy and Bock of the 
Central Detail with being a pickpocket, was 
discharged. So were Rocco Kolbrest, 10 
years old, arrested for stealing a punching 
bag; Charles Gendfilo, 17 years old; and Joe 
Billets, 18. Kolbrest turned State’s evi- 
dence. He and Joe Billets were discharged, 
promising to join a Sunday-school, and the 
older boy was fined $25. Kolbrest explained 
in almost unintelligible vernacular that he 
had been the tool of his older companions. 


Charged with Picking Pockets. 


William Morgan, arrested for larceny ona 
complaint made by Annie Kenvella, was held 
to the Criminal Court. Louis Leonard, a lad 
15 years of age, was arrested by Policeman 
Graham for pocket-picking. When searched 
a revolver was found in his pocket. This 
charge was therefore added to the complaint 
of disorderly conduct, but notwithstanding 
the facts in the case, the boy was discharged. 
Some unusual features were brought out 
during the examination. Louis lives with 
his parents at No. 340 Jefferson street. In 
defense of his own conduct he charged fis 
father with compelling him to steal. The 
police do not believe him. 

Harry Collins and George McAllister, 17 
years of age, and Frank Monahan, 18 years 
vld, were disorderly on the street and were 
arrested by Policemen Madden and Otto. 
Two of the boys were discharged, while Mc- 
Allister was fined $10 and costs. 

The youngest prisoner was 9 years old. 
This was Israel Setterer, arrested with his 
brother Herman, 13 years old, for assaulting 
Joseph Mang. The boys were fined $5, which 
was staid on account of age. 


Need a Curfew Law. 


Lieut. Emith of the Harrison Street Sta- 
tion said: ‘‘ We find young boys on the street 
at all hours of the night. Many of them are 
doubtless homeless, others have homes and 
will not stay in them. Where boys are sim- 
ply hustling around to keep warm we do not 
molest them. The criminal class we arrest, 
but they are turned loose as rapidly as we 
can runthemin. What we need is a curfew 
‘law to keep boys off the streets after a cer- 
tain hour.” 

On the North Side the conditions were 
better than on the South. Michael McFad- 
den, a 17-year-old boy, passed the dayina 
cell at the Chicago Avenue Station for an 
attempted burglary at No. 145 Wells street. 
The boy hag b¢énfJarrested so often the police 
would not attefmpt to guess the number. 
He has never done any honest work and, 
the policemen claim, never will. He will 
turn any sort of a trick, from house or 
store breaking to stealing from a passing 
wagon. He has been an inmate of the Coun- 
ty Jail and the bridewell, but so far has es- 
caped the penitentiary. 

Four young prisoners at the Chicago Ave- 
nue Station were Robert and James Ellison, 
10 and 13 years old; Joseph Burns, aged 12; 
and George Pfeffer, aged 14. They are.

REPORT ON A  TUBERCULIN TEST.

State Veterinarian.

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ILL TO END THE FIGHT. 


PASSES THE HOUSE AND MAY GO 
THROUGH THE SENATE. 


Introduced, Objected To, Referred to 
a Committee, Amended, Reported 
Back, dnd Passed Unanimously— 
Delegate Catron of New Mexico Says 
That Senator Gear Will Champion 
It and It Will Not Go to a Committee 
in the Upper House—Text the Bill. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 5.—(Special.]—The 
Republican House of Representatives again 
demonstrated today its ability to act prompt- 
ly when the occasion requires. During the 
day a bill to prohibit prize-fighting in the 
Territories and the District of Columbia was 
brought before’ the House for the express 
purpose of heading off the mill to take place 
in New Mexico on Feb. 14. Objection was 
made to the measure because it was rather 
Joosely drawn and might have interftred 
with football matches and other unruly di-" 
versions. 

The measure was withdrawn temporarily 
‘mand referred to the Committee on Judiciary 
pwhile the House was in session. The mem- 
| bers of that committee considered the bill 
‘geparately arid agreed on the necessary 
amendments, and then Col. Henderson, 
Chairman of the committee, secured unani- 
mous consent for the passage of the Dill, 
overcame opposition by agreeing to re- 
duce the penalty from the minimum of five 
years so as to make that the maximum, with 
a minimum of one year, and pushed this im- 
portant bill to a final vote in the House with- 
out it becoming necessary to call the yeas 
and nays. 

Col. Henderson took the ground that the 
American Congress should be able to act as 
promptly as the Legislature of any State, 
and it was this point which shamed some 
members in the House who would have oth- 
erwise opposed the bill into permitting it to 
come up for consideration. 


' Will Pass the Senate. 


Delegate Catron of New, Mexico, speaking 
cf his bill to prevent pugilism and bull fights, 


said: 

‘‘ This bill will undoubtedly put a stop to 
the whole business. It will become a law 
before Feb. 14. Then the managers of this 
event may take their outfit into Jaurez, in 
Old Mexico, across the border from El Paso. 

** I have talked with several Senators who 
gay there will be no opposition in the Sen- 
ate.» Senator Gear of Iowa told me that he 
would try to get consideration tomorrow for 
the bill. It will certainly be passed as soon 
as Senator Dubois’ propositiob, which is 
now before the Senate, has been disposed of. 
There is no doubt whatever but that the 
President will sign -the bill. If it has to goto 
the Judiciary committee in the Senate there 
may be a day or two delay, but I do not think 
the Scnate will send it to a committee.”’ 


Text of the Measure. 

The full text of the bill as it passed the 
Fiouse is as follows: 

“That any person who, in any of the Ter- 
ritories or the District of Columbia, shall 
voluntarily engage in a pugilistic encounter 
between man and man, or a fight between a 
man and a bull or any other animal, for 
money or for other things of value, or for 
any championship, or upon the result of 
which any money or anything of value is 
bet or wagered, or tosee which any admission 
fee is charged, either directly or indirectly, 
shall be deemed guilty of a felony, and upon 
conviction shall be punished by imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary for not less than 
one year nor more than five years. 

“By the term ‘ pugilistic encounter,’ as 
used in this bill is meant any voluntary fight 

blows by means of fists or otherwise, 
hether with or without gloves, between 
two or more men for money or for a prize of 
any ctharacter or for any other thing of 
value of for any championship or upon the 
result of which any money or anything of 
value is bet or wagered or to see which any 
admission fee is charged, either directly or 
indirectly.” 


Never in Texas. 


Austin, Tex., Feb. 5.—Gov. Culberson was 
asked tonight what he would do in case the 
management of the El! Paso fistic carnival 
decided to pull the fights off in the Texas 
woods surrounding El Paso. Goy. Culber- 
son replied that he did not care to be inter- 
viewed on the subject; that his recent action 
and that of the Texas Legislature should 
be enough assurance to prize-fighters that 
their presence in Texas would not be tol- 
erated, and that ‘the officers of the State 
would see at all times that the stringent law 
against prize-fighting was obeyed, no matter 
what part of the State the fighters tried to 
locate on, and that it was unnecessary for 
him to dictate to the offiecrs as to their 
duties. 

Not in Chihuahua. 

Mexico City, Feb. 6.—El Globo says the 
prize-fight managers have offered the State 
of Chihuahua $20,000 in gold for permission 
to have the contests take place on Mexican 
soil. The permission, adds El Globo, will 
positively not be granted. 
QUIET RESTORED IN EL PASO. 
Stuart Offers to Bet $25,000 the Fights 

Will Come Of. 

El Paso, Tex., Feb. 5.—[{Special.]—The in- 
formation from Washington, D. C., that 
Delegate Catron of New Mexico had se- 
cured the passage in the House of a bill 
to prohibit prize-fighting in the Territories 
created some little excitement here today, 
as many people really believed Dan Stuart's 
carnival was to be held on New Mexico soil. 
But this impression was soon corrected 
when Mr. Stuart announced that he had 
$25,000 to post as a guarantee that the car- 
nival would take place as sc ‘led. 

“I have never stated,” saiu stuart, “‘ that 
the fights would take piace in New Mexico, 
and say now that the passage of Mr. 
Catron’s bill will not interfere with the 
carnival prozgram.,”’ 

The Catron bill is the-result of the follow- 
ing telegram sent from El Paso by four 
clergymen: 

“El Paso, Tex., Feb. 4.—J. V. Cockerell, 
Washington, D. C.: Undoubtedly prize- 
fight in New Mexico. Neither Territorial nor 
Federal law prohibiting. Cannot Congress 
prohibit immediately? 

** Committee of Ministers’ Union.”’

_ACETYLENE GAS ON EXHIBITION, 


Apparatus for Generating Looks Like 
Ice-Cream Freezer. 

The first acetylene gas to be used in Chi- 
cago was exhibited yesterday in the store of 
T. F. Indermille, No. 197 La Salle street. 
The apparatus for making and using the 
gas looked remarkably simple. 

The generating apparatus resembles close- 
ly an ice-cream freezer. The inner cylinder 
is two feet long and eight inches in diameter, 
and closed at the top, except for a pipe lead- 
ing to the lamp. About half way down in 
this cylinder is a grating, below which are 
placed the lumps of calcium carbide. 

The cylinder floats in a pail of water by 
means of the buoyancy of the gas evolved 
from the contact of the carbide and the 
water, the whole apparatus making a small 
gasometer, and keeping the pressure con- 
stant. 

A small burner with a white shade was 
used, and although the flame was much 
smaller than the ordinary gas jet the amount 
of light given appeared greater. 


TOTAL FAILURE OF BANK AT ROME. 


Controller Eckels Says It Must Go Into 
a Receiver'’s Hands. 

Rome, N. Y., Feb. 5 —[Special.]—The fail- 
ure of the Fort Stanw!x National Bank is 
complete, and Controller Eckels decides that 
it must go into the hands of a receiver. The 
entire capital stock, surplus, and individual 
profits, amounting in all to $320,000, have 
been swept away. The shortage in the ac- 
counts will amount to cover $400,000. The de- 
posits aggregated $700,000 or $800,000, The 
stock is, under the law, assessable dollar for 
dollar, but many of the stockholders will 
not be able to respond. Cashier Barnard 
was not under bonds, as the institution was 
working under a charter that did not require 
it. The note which he left on his desk, tak- 
ing all the blame on himself, was dated 
Jan. 22, a week before his death, indicating 
that he contemplated suicide then. ‘There 


was a little run on the Rome Savings Bank 
today.

ACTOR, MANAGER, PAUPER 


HARRY J. SARGEANT DIES IN AN EN- 
GLISH WORKHOUSE. 


Former Light in the Theatrical World 
Passes Away at Leeds—Bronght Out 
Modjeska, Rhea, and Janish -as 
Dramatic Stars During His Career— 
Went from Bad to Worse and 
Failed in New York and London 


Afterward—Was Brilliant. 

Leeds, England, Feb. 5.—H. J. Sargeant, 
formerly a theatrical manager connected 
with various enterprises in this country and 
the United States, died in the workhouse 

oday. 
ago Tork, Feb. 5.—[({Special.J]—Henry J. 
Sargeant had been an actor, stage Manager, 
prestidigitator, theatrical manager, discov- 
erer and unrivaled boomer of female stars, 
He first appeared in 1808 as a utility man 
at the Howard Atheneum in Boston under 
the name of Aldis. He continued as an 
actor until 1869, when he went into manage- 


ment, 

Sargeant managed a theater in Columbus, 
O., from 1870 to 1873, and also directed a 
short tour of Charlotte Cushman, who was 
said to have been his cousin. Then he be- 
came the manager for Dion Boucicault, and 
afterwards traveled with Heller, the ma- 
gician. 

Sargeant was in San Francisco in 1877 
when Helena Modjeska made her début, 
and he promptly made her an offer to star, 
which was accepted. By the exercise of his 
fertile imagination in advertising devices 
Sargeant quickly pushed the Polish actress 
into prominence. 7 

When she took another manager Sargeant 
went to England and returned with Mme. 
Rhéa, whom ‘he also launched as an emo- 
tional actress on the American stage. When 
she became a profitable star she changed 
managers and Sargeant was not heard from 
for several years, and then he brought 
out Janish, the Austrian actress. His busi- 
ness methods were not such as to inspire 
confidence among managers and Sargeant 
came into disrepute. Then he went to Lon- 
don again and failed at music hall manage- 
ment. 

In London he fell in witha Mrs. Churchill- 
Jodrell, a woman with bleached hair, a lit- 
tle money, a horsey taste, and a disposition 
to act. Sargeant formed some sort of part- 
nership with her, and in 1890 he brought her 
to New York to star her. He_left his wife 
and three children destitute in England and 
charitable theatrical people raised money to 
pay their passage to this country. Mrs. 
Churchill-Jodrell failed ignominiously as 
an actress and the pair soon exhausted their 
money, as well as their credit at hotels and 
boarding-houses. They finally raised 
enough mgney to return to Engiand, where 
Sargeant went from bad to worse until his 
death in the Leeds workhouse. He was 
brilliant but erratic, able but untrustworthy.

The funeral of Dr. Justin A. Smith, the ven- 
erable editor of the Standard, who died on 
Tuesday afternoon at his home in Morgan 
Park, will, e held tomorrow at 12:30 p. m. 
from the résidence. His illness commenced 
two months ago, and for the last two weeks 
his condition has been critical. 

Dr. Smith was 76 years old, and devoted his 
entire time since 1853 to the Standard, the 
leading publication of the Baptist denomina- 
tion inthe West. The periodical was started 
early.in 1853 as the Christian Times. Three 
months lated the name was changed to the 
Standard, Dr. Smith and the Rev. Leroy 
Church purchasing the publication from 
the Rev. Dr. Butroughs, Edward Goodman, 
Dr. H. G. Weston, Dr. A. J. Joslyn, and 
Dr. L. D. Boone. 

The Witness of Indiana, Illinois Baptist of 
Bloomington, and the Michigan Christian 
Flerald of Detroit were all absorbed by the 
Standard under the management . of Dr. 
Smith. He accomplished much for the de- 
nomination, was widely known as a con- 
tributor to literature, and spent his life for 
the welfare of: humanity.

It springs up from time to time like mush- 
rooms and disappears like mist before the 
morning sun. New machinery which we own 
has reduced the cost of making matches ma- 
terlally. and we makea point of reducing the 
selling price of our gocds and thus giving 
our customers the benefit of this reduction 
in cost. The difference between the selling 
price of our product last year and the selling 
price of the same amount of goods at the 
previous year’s profits amounted to $241),000, 
it has been our policy to share profits with 
the public. The company is the owner of a 
number of valuable paients on machinery 
and these machines have been patented in 
all countries which recognize patent rights. 
Tt is my belief the patents controlled by the 
company are worth fully as much as its cap- 
ital stock. 

‘* Negotiations are now under way between 
the Diamond Match company and a number 
of foreign countries, including France, Italy, 
and Belgium, for the use. of our patents. 
France sent its Pngineer-in-Chief of Manu- 
factures to investigate the workings of our 
machinery, and it is probable it will result 
in contracts of value to the company. We 
are now building a large factory in Liver- 
pool with a capacity of 13,000 gross a day. 
We now have a factory in Liverpool which 
we bought with a capacity of 3,000 gross a 
day, and this has paid us a better return 
upon our investment than we receive here 
upon our capital. Our export trade has been 
extended, particularly with the West Indies 
and South American countries.”

IRAILWAY NEWS. 


RATES TO NORTH PACIFIC COAST TO 
BE ALTERED. 


Northern Pacific, Great Northern, Ore- 
zon Railway and Navigation Com- 
pany, and “ Soo ”-Pacific, Finding 
They Are Losing Trafiic, Decide on 
an Important Step in Regard to 
Differential Rates—Causes Which 
Led to the Action. 


The Northern Pacific, Great Northern, 
Oregon Railway and Navigation company, 
and “ Soo ’’-Pacific, finding they were losing 
much traffic destined to Portland, Ore., and 
other coast points in Oregon and Washing- 
ton by the maintenance of rates from Cen- 
tral Trafiic and Trunk Line territory at dif- 
ferentials considerably above the tariff from 
the same Eastern originating points to San 
Irancisco, have concluded, after an inves- 
tigation undertaken by and with the con- 
currence of the interested traffic officers, to 
reduce the disparity between the rates tothe 
North Pacific coast as compared with those 
to California. With that view a rate check 
was made at a meeting held in St. Paul last 
week, the result being that on a dozen or 
more staple commodities from Atlantic sea- 
board -points the differential was made five 
cents per 100 pounds higher than from the 
same territory on like shipments to San 
Francisco. 

The Secretary of the Trans-Missour! Rate 
committee attended the meeting so as to 
assist in the checking of rates from Central 
Traffic territory in accordance with the 
above mentioned action, and it was agreed— 
the representative of the Bilings route 
(Burlington); also, it is said, the Union Pa- 
cific—to submit the same to the Western 
Freight Association for its concurrence. 
This was done at a meeting held in this city 
last Monday. 

As it was evidently pursuant to the agree- 
ment for the establishment of rates to North- 
ern Pacific coast terminals; Commissioner 
Midgely spoke for the lines in the Western 
Freight Association in authorizing the pub- 
lication of said rates. They are not made 
from any point in Ontario or Quebec, nor 
are they applied to points north of the Great 
Northern line in Washington. In other 
words, they do not apply to British Co- 
lumbia. 

The proposition is to distribute the tariff, 
when it is made effective, among the Eastern 
representatives of the interested trans-con- 
tinental,and Chicago-St. Paul lines, and for 
this reason Commissioner Midgely notified 
the freight traffic officials of the Chicago-St. 
Paul lines yesterday that such tariff would 
be issued, and requested them to protect it. 
The new tariff will probably be made ef- 
fective on or about the 10th or 12th of this 
month. 


Cc. H. M’KNIGHT GOES TO NEW YORK. 


Has Been Appointed Chief Clerk of the 
Joint Traffic Association. 

C. H. McKnight, at present Acting Com- 
missioner of the Central Traffic Association, 
will soon bid farewell to Chicago. He has 
been appointed Chief Clerk of the Joint Traf- 
fic Association, with headquarters in New 
York, and will be the chief assistant to 
Commissicner Blanchard. Mr. McKnight 
came to Chicago with Commissioner Blanch- 
ard in February,*1886, as his chief assistant 
and secretary. A year ago he was appointed 
Commissionér of Freight Traffic of the 
Central Traffic Association, and upon Chair- 
man Blanchard’s retirement a short time 
ago he was elected Acting Commissioner of 
the Central Traffic Association.” He would 
undoubtedly have been elected Commis- 
sioner of the new Central Freight committee, 
which is to come into existence next April, 
had he refused the position offered him by 
the Joint Traffic Association, as his long ex- 
perience with the affairs of the Central 
Traffic specially qualified him for the posi- 
tion. 

H. C. Smith, at present Secretary of the 
Central Traffic Association, no doubt will 
succeed Mr. McKnight as Acting Commis- 
sioner of the association, and he is in every 
way qualified for the position. 

The General Freight Agents of the Cen- 
tral Traffic Association roads are now in 
session forming an agreement and rules and 
regulations for the government of the new 
Central Freight committee; which takes the 
place of the Central Traffic April 1 next. 


RIO GRANDE WESTERN WILL JOIN, 


Passenger Rate War in Trans-Missou- 
ri and Colorado Territory Ended. 

All further danger of a general passenger 
rate war west of the Missouri River has 
passed, .the Rio Grande Western having 
agreed at last to quit fighting and join the 
Western Passenger Association. A meeting 
will be held here on Friday at which the Rio 
trande will be represented to make ar- 
rangements for bringing the Colorado-Utah 
territory under the control of the Western 
Association. The General Passenger Agents 
of the trans-Missouri lines were in session 
yesterday, and they were in a happy frame 
of mind over the favorable change in the 
situation. It was decided to follow the ex- 
ample of the Eastern committee and stop the 
sale of party rates. There was some dis- 
cussion as regards rates for theatrical troupes 
but no action was taken. It is understood 
a special arrangement to give theatrical 
troupes reduced rates will shortly be made. 
It was also agreed to extend homeseekers’ 
excursions to points in Kansas and Nebras- 
ka for February and March and run two ad- 
ditional excursions in April and one in May. 


Hetty Green Wants the ’Frisco. 

St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 5.—A new line from St. 
Louis to the Southwest is likely to be the 
result of the contemplated separation of the 
‘Frisco from the Santa Fé system. E. H. 
R. Green, President of the Texas Midland, 
and son of Hetty Green, was in the city 
yesterday and had a conference with Maj. 
Morrill of the ’Frisco and other prominent 
railroad men. He said to the ’Frisco people 
that in the event of the separation of that 
road from the Santa Fé system he was pre- 
pared to use his own money and his mother’s 
in the construction of certain branch and 
auxiliary lines, which would give St. Louis 
an entramce into Central Texas by a route 
qnany miles shorter than that which it now 
enjoys. 


Great Western Will Make the Rate. 

Notwithstanding the refusal of Chairman 
Caldwell to grant the request of the Chicago 
Great Western for authority to make a 
rate of one cent a mile with a limit of thirty 
days that road will keep its agreement with 
the St. Paul people to make such rate,

FITTING OUT WARSHIPS FOR SEA, 


Great Activity Shown at the Brooklyn 
Navy-Yard. 

New York, Feb. 5.—[{Special.}—All is bustle 
and activity at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, 
and great effort is being made to fit out war- 
ships for sea as soon as possible. Naval 
contractor Bawles said it is doubtful if the 
Terror can go to sea by March 1, though all 
of the ten-inch guns are in the turrets and 
the heavy. work is done.

SENATOR GORMAN EXHIBITING 
GLARING INCONSISTENCY. 


Laughs at the Free Silver Democratic 
Substitution of a Coinage Bill for 
the Revenue Tariff Measure Re- 
ceived from the House-—Yet He 
Himself Opposed the Administra- 
tion’s Wilson Bill by Showing It 
Would Not Produce Ample Revenue 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 5.—[{Special.J— 
The situation in the Senate on the 
revenue tariff bill, which was passed 
by the House in response to the Presi- 
dent’s message asking for relief for the 
Treasury, isa most curious one. The scheme 
of the silver Democrats to substitute a free 
coinage measure for the tariff bill seems to 
afford an endless amount of amusement to’ 
the sound money Democrats, who, in their 
delight at the apparent checkmate on the 
Republican plans, have wholly forgotten 
their own loud-mouthed protestations of 
abhorrence of the silver movement and ad- 
herence to the sound money cause cham- 
pioned by Mr. Cleveland. 

After having voted solemnly against one 
free coinage measure within three days 
thereafter men like Gorman, Smith, Vilas, 
Hill, Lindsey, Palmer, Faulkner, Gibson, 
Murphy, and others are willing to use an- 
other free coinage bill in the identical 
language of the one they voted against to 
club, to death a tariff bill. 

There has seldom been a more striking 
instance of inconsistency than the ghoulish 
glee now displayed by the honest money 
Democrats at the success of the scheme 
engineered by their free coinage 16 to 1 flat 
money colleagues. These Democratic states- 
men do not seem to be able to see that to 
vote for the 16 to 1 silver bill as a substitute 
for a tariff measure is a shocking stultifica- 
tion and blunder on their part. 

In a Ridiculous Light. 

Gorman, Lindsay, and the others are put- 
ting themselves in a ridiculous light before 
the country, and although they have been 
' today laughing at the Republicans because 
of the rocky roads which has been con- 
structed for the tariff bill, they themselves 
are being put in an embarrassing position 
from which they will find it difficult to ex- 


tricate themselves. 

Gorman and his associates now declare 
that the Treasury does not need any more 
money, and therefore that they are justified 
in assisting in the defeat of the Dingley bill 
by voting for a free coinage amendments 
Mr. Gorman must think that the people have 
short memories. In the summer af 1894, 
when the Gorman-Brice tariff bill was be- 
fore the Conference committee, President 
Cleweland wrote a letter to Mr. Wilson, in 
which he declared that it would be perfidy 
and dishonor to accept the tariff measure as 
molded by Mr. Gorman and his -associates. 
This stirred up the Maryland Senator, and he 
made one of the strongest speeches ever 
heard in the Senate, defending his position. 
He showed that the Wilson bill as it came 
from the few could not possibly produce 
enough revenue to run the government. 
He justified the action of himself and other 
Democrats in the Senate in adding 640 
amendments to the bill, showing conclusive. 
ly that the government needed more rey- 
enue, and he stated then that even the bill 
-as he had. modified it would not furnish 
enough money. 

Since then the income tax feature of the 
bill has been destroyed by the Supreme 
Court, reducing the revenue by at least 
$30,000,000. Importations have fallen off and 
the deficit for the present fiscal year Is in 
rvund numbers $20,000,000. 


Admitted the Insufficiency. 


At the opening of the present session Mr. 

Gorman in an elaborate speech admitted 
that the revenue was not sufficient. During 
the tariff debate and last winter he chal- 
lenged again and again the official estimates 
and predictions made by Secretary Carlisle, 
and he was instrumental in adding to the 
sundry civil appropriation bill a_ special 
amendment which he defended on the fioor 
of the Senate, for the issuance of what are 
known as the Allison exchequer notes to 
provide for deficiencies in the revenue. For 
two years Mr. Gorman, as the acknowledged 
financial authority on the Democratic side, 
has asserted that both the President and 
‘Mr. Carlisle were endeavoring to cover up 
the real facts and were unwilling to admit 
that a deficit existed, because to do so would 
justify the action of Mr. Gorman and his 
associates in raising the rates imposed in 
the Wilsor bill. 

Now Mr. Dingley and the other Repub- 
lican leaders propose to increase the revenue 
derived from the tariff constructed by Mr. 
Gorman, not on protection lines, but by add- 
ing 15 per cent to the very duties he created. 
The Dingley bill would possibly bring in 

,000,000, whereas the government needs 
at least $50,000,000—the deficit in January 
alone being $4,000,000. 

Secretary Carlisle’s prediction of a good 
time coming when the receipts would equal 
the expenditures has not yet been made 
good, and there is the authority of Mr. Gor- 
man himself for the declaration that there 
will be a deficit for a long time to come; yet 
in spite of this fact he and his honest-money 
Democratic associates are now laughing 
audibly, and, in defiance of their financial 
principles and of their own tariff policy, are 
using a disreputable free coinage. crank’'s 
scheme to kill off a revenue measure which 
will, under ordinary circumstances, not 
produce more money than was wiped out of 
their own bill by the decision of the Supreme 
Court. 

Expressed in the Star. 


~The situation is clearly expressed by a 
writer in the Star, who says: 

“The assertion that no more revenue is 
needed is based upon the declaration of the 
President and the Secretary of the Treasury. 
The same declarations were made by those 
officials when it was first proposed to in- 
crease the amount carried by the original 
Wilson bill. Mr. Gorman, however, com- 
bated them almost flerceiy, and everything 
he proposed and carried amendatory of the 
Wilson bill was in open defiance of 
them. He asserted that ,both the President 
and Mr. Carlisle were Wrong, and he still 
holds that ground. Why, then, does he 
rest so content on estimates from those 
sources now when he rejected the estimates 
of two years ago, and when the subsequent 
evnts have justified -his action? In fact 
there is now presented the very remarkable 
spectacle of the President and Mr. Carlisle 
standing up for the work of Gorman which, 
when first performed, they repudiated, and of 
Mr. Gorman accepting as prophets the two 
officials whom as prophets he at that same 
time as frankly held up to scorn.

HELP BRING THE COURTS TO DATE. 


Chicago Bar Association Would Have 
Retired Judges Available. 

Washington, D.C., Feb. 5.—[(Special.]— 
Ephraim Banning of Chicago has been in 
Washington in the interest of a bill sug- 
gested by a number of the members of the 
Bar Association to relieve the pressure on 
the Federal courts in Chicago and elsewhere. 
The measure provides for the retirement on 
full pay for life of Judges who have served 
ten years or more and reached the age of 
70, but it avoids shelving such Judges after 
retirement as are able and wilting to work. 

This it does by providing that a retired 
Judge “ shall have. full power to hold court 
and hear and decide such cases as may be 
submitted to him by agreement of counsel.” 

There is nothing compulsory in the bill, 
and the retired Judge may hold court or 
not at hfs option, and counsel may submit 
cases to him ‘or not as they please. ]|t is 
expected by Mr. Banning and those asso- 
ciated with him that this bill if passed would 
have the effect of adding to the working 
strength of the Federal bench men who, 
like Judge Blodgett, are“admittedly able to 
work, and it is believed that attorneys would 
very generally turn to Judge Blodgett to 
hear patent and admiralty cases. The bill 
was introduced in both Houses of Congress 
today by Senator Cullom and Representa- 
tive Cooke.

MUST CLEAN THE ALLEYS. 


JUST NOW THEY ARE A MENACE TO 
PUBLIC HEALTH. 


Little. Work Done Since Beginning of 
Year Because of Lack of Money— 
Nearly 22,000 Loads of Garbage Ac- 
cumulated—Contractors Will Be 
Urged to Carry These Away as 
Soon as Possible—Officials Say They 
Will Brook No Delay. 


The alleys of Chicago, it is frankly ad- 
mitted by city officials, are a disgrace and 
a menace to health. Promise, however, is 
given the evil will be removed by Feb. 10. 

At least that is the statement made yes- 
terday by Supt. Rhode of the Street Clean- 
ing Department. He acknowledged the gar 
bage and refuse had been accumulating in 
the alleys and by-ways since Dec. 31. He 
explained that was due to the fact con- 
tracts for the removal of garbage expired at 
that time and were not renewed till Feb. 1, 
owing to lack of money. In the meantime 
the city with its limited facilities had done 
the best it could. 

Since the letting of contfacts, he said, 
every effort had been made to catch up with 
the work. This, he thought, ought not to 
take long. 

An order was issued yesterday morning to 
inspectors to report to the department the 
eXact condition of affairs today. In case 
it is found any of the districts are far be 
hind in their work the city will put on teams 
in addition to those of the contractor and 
charge the expense to the contract. 

Worst Warda. 


* The worst wards,’’ said Mr. Rhode, “ are 
the Thirty-second and the Twentieth. In 
the Thirty-second the condition of affairs 
is largely due to a hitch in the contract. 
However, twenty-two teams were working 
there yesterday and there will be twenty-two 
more tomorrow. lin the Twentieth Ward we 
have had twelve teams at work all day. 
I realize the importance of cleaning away 
the accumulations and now that we have 
the contractors | shall see they do their 
work. 

“Garbage collects in the boxes and alleys 
at the rate of 720 loads a day. So you see 
during the thirty days the city had no con- 
tractors there were nearly 22,000 loads, only 
part of which could be handled. There was 
no money to permit the making of new con- 
tracts, and all we could do was to cart.away 
such portions of the refuse as we could 
with our own forves. 

“I do not think I am wrong in saying 
that by tonight the contractors will not be 
behind more than 3,000 or 3,500 loads. My 
instructions to the inspéctors are imperative, 
and I shall brook no delay. The wards are 
all divided into from five to eighteen districts, 
and if 1 find a single district where there is 
an inadequate force at work I shall compel 
the contractor to put on more teams or I 
shall do it for him and shall then charge 
him with the expense. 

‘So far as cleaning the streets is con- 
cerned I see no help for the present condi- 
tion of affairs. What we are doing now is 
practically done on borrowed money. That 
is, we are anticipating an appropriation, 
which we have no right to do.”’ 

Street Superintendent McDonald now has 
about 500 men at work about the city open- 
ing the sluiceways, so as to run off the sur- 
face water. That, he says, is all that comes 
within his department, and he thirks the 
measures taken the best he can do to remove 
the slush. 

No Money on Hand. 

Mayor Swift gave assurance gverything 
possible would be done to remove 4ll garbage 
before the temperature rose to such a point 
as to make the breeding of germs possible. 
“There has been no neglect on the part 
of the city officials in the matter,” said he. 
“The work has not been done simply be- 
cause we did not have a cent to do it with. 
You can’t Keep clean the streets and alleys 
of a great city like this with nothing. We 
had to wait for an appropriation, and then 
wait to see if it were a legal appropriation 
before we had any warrant to make con- 
tracts. If we had gotten the money sooner 
efforts to put the alleys ina safe condition 
would have been made before. 

“The contracts for removing the garbage 
have only been let a few days, and now 
everything so far as the alleys are con- 
cerned will be put in proper shape as soon 
as it is possible to force the contractors to do 
it. The public knows, or ought to know, 
what the matter was. You may say for me 
the one cause of delay in affording anything 
the peopie have a right to expect ts the 
necessary money to provide it. With a few 
days allowance to remove the accumulation 
of last month the alleys will be put in good 
shape and kept so.”’ 

Health Commissioner Kerr thought with 
the alleys properly cleaned there was little 
to fear from the streets in the way of zy- 
motic disease germs. He said he was in 
fear, however, about the alleys, since if the 
temperature arose much higher before the 
refuse was cleared aWway there might be 
great danger. 

“I have made careful inquiries,”’ said he, 
* and find the general opinion of physicians 
to be the streets are not in themselves a 
menace. It’s the alleys. That the streets 
and alleys have not been responsible for 
the rise in the death rate last month we have 
proof in the fact the deaths were caused by 
pulmonary, heart, and kidney diseases. The 
cases of diphtheria are decreasing rapidly. 
The typhoids are charged, and doubtless 
rightly, to the December pollution of the 
water supply.” 


ROBERT J. MOORE HAS DISAPPEARED. 
His Building and Loan Association Ac- 
counts Are Being Examined. 

Centralia, Ill., Feb. 5.—[Special.]—Robert 
J. Moore, Secretary of the Centralia Build- 
ing and Loan Association and manager of 
the opera-house, has disappeared. He left 
ten days ago fora few days’ trip. Nothing 
has been heard from him, though it isnowa 
week since he-should have returhed. He is 
supposed to have gone to Chicago, but 
friends there have not seen him. Moore 
had resigned as Secretary of the loan asso- 
ciation, but his successor had not been 
elected when he left. He left the safe locked, 
and it was today broken open by the officers 
of the association and an examination of the 
books begun. He had been speculating in 
apples and lost several hundred dollars. 
The loan association officers think the ex- 
amination will reveal no shortage of any 
consequence.

made officials in charge of the association's in- 
spection department are unable to say yet. In 
New Haven, Conn., two weeks ago an explosion 
of acetylene gas caused the death of three per- 
sons, besides resulting in a fire. So rapid was the 
spread of the fire that men in the adjoining rooms, 
it is supposed, were unable toescape. There were 
two gas cylinders in the room, both of which, it is 
thought, exploded. One which was found was 
blown through the roof of the building and its bot- 
tom torn out, the fracture, however, showing no 
apparent defect in the steel used in the construc- 
tion of the cylinder. 

The result of the investigation into this fire ts 
awaited by insurance companies with much inter- 
est.

SAY SITE COST TUO MUCH. 


SOME PERSONS CLAIM SCHOOL LOTS 
COULD BE BOUGHT FOR LESS. 


Lots Recently Purchased at Washte- 
naw Avenue and Rebecca Street, 
They Assert, Are Not Worth More 
thun Half the Price Paid—Others 
Hold Different Opinion—Teachers 
Receiving January Salaries—Deed 
of Conveyance of Normal School. 

People who say they know declare the 
Board of Education has paid twice as much 
fo1 a school site as it was worth. The board 
has agreed to pay H. Stuart, in round num- 
bers, $14,000 for a piece of vacant land at the 
northeast corner of Washtenaw avenue and 
Rébecca street. The neighborhood is sparse- 
ly built with second-rate and third-rate 
dwellings, and cannot for years, if ever, be 
a choice part of the city. Under the cireum- 
stances some have said the board paid double 
as much for the school site as it was worth. 

This view of the subject grew out of the 
efforts of the Probate Court lately to sell 
vacant lots across Rebecca street from the 
site. The best offer the court could get was 
$750 each, while the board paid for its lots 
of the same size $1,750 each. If, therefore, 
land is worth as much in this locality as the 
board paid for it, there is a fine chance for 
some one to make $2,000 by buying the two 
lots offered for sale by the Probate Court. 

Irom investigations made by a reporter 
for THE TRIBUNE it seems the board did not 
pay too much, but the Probate Court is ask- 
ing too little. The people in the neighbor- 
hood declare the land in this neighborhood 
is worth much nearer $2,400 a lot than $750. 
Barnes & Parish, who have for sale a corner 
corresponding to the school site, only a block 
south, ask $2,400 a lot. 

W. D. Kerfoot has some acré property at 
Rockwell and Sixteenth streets, two blocks 
from the school site, which he will sell for 
$1,000 a lot, but it is close to the Pan-Handle 
tracks and the streets are not paved. Mr. 
Kerfoot said he did not think the Board of 
Education had paid too much for the school 
site. 


TEACHERS BEING PAID THIS WEEK. 


Mr. Mallette Calls Attention to Some 
Breakers Ahead. 

The total amount of the public school 
teachers’ pay-rolls for January, which are 
being paid off this week, is $382,270, from, 
which $3,717 will be deducted for pensions. 
The total amount of the engineers’ and 
janitors’ pay-rolls for the month is $32,449, 
from which $519 will be deducted for 
pensions. 

There was not endugh money in the treas- 
ury to meet these payments until several 
Town Collectors paid in some of the school 
tax of 1806, amounting to $313,500. 

Chairman Mallette of the Finance commit- 
tee called the attention of a reporter for 
Tue TRIBUNE yesterday to breakers ahead 
in the payment of teachers’ salaries. The 
statute limits the tax for this purpose to 2 
per cent on_the assessment, and as the 
amount required increases $15,000 or $20,000 
every year and the assessment of Chicago 


property decreases $4,000,000 or $5,000,000 | 


every year the Board of Education has now 
reached the limit of its power to tax for this 
purpose. 

From this time forward, though the 
amount needed for teachers’ salaries will 
increase $20,000 a year, the amount availa- 
ble for this purpose will decrease $40,000 a 
year, and there will be no cure for it except 
honest assessments or an act of the Legis- 
lature. 


Deed of Conveyance Drawn.
